It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont: 

Sec.  1.  All  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  in  this 
state  shall  be  responsible  for  the  acts  and  neglect  of  the 
several  agents  appointed  by  them,  as  between  the  said 
companies  and  the  applicants  for  insurance  therein,  or  the 
assured,  while  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  as  the 
agents  of  said  companies.

Sec.  2.  All  fire  insurance  companies,  other  than  those 
chartered  by  the  general  assembly  of  this  state,  are  pro- 
hibited from  taking  insurance  in  this  state,  unless  such 
company  or  companies  shall  be  responsible  by  the  laws  of 
the  state  in  which  such  company  or  companies  are  situated, 
or  by  the  act  incorporating  such  company  or  companies, 
or  by  a  proviso  to  that  effect  inserted  in  their  policies  of 
insurance,  for  the  acts  and  neglect  of  their  agents  as  be- 
tween said^60mpaui$5  a^d/tfje insured,  and  as  between 
said  companies  and' the  applicants  Tor  insurance  therein.

Sec.  3.  If  any"  persOn^shall  take  any  application  or 
make  any  survcej^;  iute^Bln^  to  effect  insurance  on  any 
property  in  this  state,  in  any  fire  insurance  company  not 
chartered  by  the  legislature  of  this  state,  said  company 
not  being  liable  for  the  acts  and  neglects  of  such  persons, 
as  specified  in  the  preceding  section,  said  person  shall, 
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•  » 
upon  conviction  before  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same, 

forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  seven  dollars  for  every 

such  offense ;  one  half  of  such  penalty  shall  go  to  the 

person  prosecuting  the  same,  and  the  other  half  to  the 

treasury  of  the  town  where  such  offense  shall  have  been 

committed. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  application  for  fire  insurance  shall 
be  taken  or  transmitted  by  or  through  a  local  or  traveling 
agent  of  any  fire  insurance  company,  it  shall  in  law  be 
deemed  to  be  the  act  of  the  said  company  ;  and  such 
agent  shall  not  therein  be  deemed  to  be  the  agent  of  the 
applicant  or  insured,  and  in  all  questions  arising  as  to  the 
facts  stated  in  such  application,  the  said  agent  shall  be 
taken  and  deemed  to  be  the  agent  of  the  insurers,  and  not 
of  the  insured. 

Sec.  5.  There  is  hereby  established  a  distinct  bureau, 
to  be  known  as  the  insurance  bureau,  which  shall  be 
charged  with  the  execution  of  the  laws  of.this  state  in  re- 
lation to  insurance. 

Sec:  6.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  of  this  state  are 
hereby  declared  ex-officio  insurance  commissioners. 

Sec.  7.  That  no  joint  stock  insurance  company,  not 
organized  under  the  law's  ef  thfs  state.*  snail  be  permitted 
or  allowed  to  transact  the'busihess  of"  such  Company  in 
this  state,  unless  it  shall  hav*  ?  bbna  fide  paid  up  capital, 
invested  in  securities  readily  convertible  into  cash,  of  at 
least  one  hundred  thousand  doHars  ,  noteless  than  one  half 
of  which  shall  be  invested  in  cash  securities,  other  than 
mortgages  of  real  estate,  nor  unless  such  company  shall 
have,  in  addition  to  such  capital,  assets  equal  in  amount 
to  all  its  outstanding  liabilities,  reckoning  fifty  per  cent 
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of  premiums  on  outstanding  fire  risks,  the  whole  amount 
of  premium  on  marine  risks,  and  the  premium  reserve  on 
life  risks,  basod  on  tho  actuaries'  table  of  mortality,  with 
interest  at  four  per  cent,  as  a  liability  ;  provided,  that  the 
insurance  commissioners  may,  at  their  discretion,  license 
any  company  to  do  business  in  this  state  whoso  impair- 
ment of  capital  doos  not  exceed  twenty  per  cent  of  the 
above  rule;  nor  shall  any  mutual  fire  or  life  insurance 
company  or  co-operativo  insuranco  company,  association 
or  society,  not  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  bo 
permitted  or  allowed  to  transact  tho  business  of  such 
company  in  this  state  unless  it  possesses  assets  amounting 
to  one  hundred  thousand  dolhrs,  invested  in  securities 
readily  convertible  into  cash,  not  less  than  one  half  of 
which  shall  bo  invested  in  cash  securities  other  than  mort- 
gages of  real  estate,  nor  unless  it  possesses  such  assets 
equal  to  all  its  outstanding  liabilities  (including  re- 
insurance, to  bo  estimated  as  in  the  case  of  joint  stock 
insurance  companios  above  named,  and  including  the 
amount  of  guaranteo  capital  as  a  liability)  ;  nor  until  all 
the  laws  relating  to  insurance  companies  of  other  states, 
enacted  by  this  Rtate,  shall  have  been  complied  with. 
And  further  provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to.  require  any. mutual  fire  insurance  com- 
pany  to  keep;  fyarid  aijy^/caiJi-'ie-insurance  reserve  or 
funds  invested  in.  :se§4"rHieXi°luer  than  their  premium 
notes,  when  said* £fctfriu!$  .Qpjes.  amount  in  gross  to  three 
per  centum  of  the'^toVH^i^nsJ^  by  said  company.  9 

Sec.  8.  No  insurance  company,  not  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  state,  shall  do  business  in  this  state  until 
it  has  filed  with  the  secretary  of  this  state  a  written  stip- 
ulation, agreeing  that  auy  legalAprocess  affecting  the  corn- 
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pany,  served  on  either  of  the  insurance  commissioners, 
shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  served  personally  on  the 
company  within  this  state.  So  long  as  any  liabilities  of 
the  stipulating  company  to  any  resident  of  this  state  con- 
tinue, such  stipulation  cannot  be  revoked  or  modified. 
Service  of  process  according  to  the  stipulation  aforesaid 
shall  be  sufficient  service  on  the  company;  a  copy  of 
such  stipulation,  certified  by  eithor  of  the  commissioners, 
and  his  certificate  that  process  has  been  served  on  him, 
shall  be  sufficient  evidence  thereof.  When  process 
against  or  affecting  an  insurance  company  is  served  ou 
the  insurance  commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  it  shall  be 
served  by  duplicate  copies,  and  they  or  he  shall  immedi- 
ately forward  by  mail  ono  copy  of  the  same  to  the  com- 
pany at  its  home  office,  or  to  any  person  whom  such  com- 
pany shall  designate. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  not  bo  lawful  for  any  insurance  com- 
pany embraced  in  section  seven  to  transact  any  insurance 
business  in  this  state,  unless  such  company  shall  first  ob- 
tain license  of  the  insurance  commissioners,  authorizing 
the  company  so  to  do.  Before  receiving  such  license,  the 
company  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  state  a  certified 
copy  of  its  charter  and  by-laws,  and  a  full  statement, 
under  oath  of  its  president  and  secretary,  showing  the 
financial  condition  and  standing  of  the  company,  in  ac- 
cordance with  blanks  furnished  by  him.  Upon  receiving 
such  copies  and  statements,  if  the  commissioners  are  sat- 
isfied with  the  same,  and  that  the  company  meets  the 
requirements  of  section  seven,  and  has  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  section  eight  of  this  act,  they  shall  grant 
such  license,  authorizing  such  company  to  do  insurance 
business  b\  authorized  agents,  subject  to  the  laws  of  this 
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state,  until  the  first  day  of  April  thereafter  ;  and  annually 
thereafter,  on  the  first  day  of  April  such  license  may  be 
renewed,  so  long  as  such  company  shall  comply  with  the 
requirements  aforesaid,  and  the  commissioners  shall  re- 
gard the  company  as  safe,  reliable,  and  entitled  to  public 
confidence.  For  each  license  or  renewal,  as  above,  the 
company  shall  pay  to  the  insurance  commissioners  the 
sum  of  five  dollars. 

• 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shall  act  as  agent  of  any  insurance 
company  aforesaid,  not  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  until  he  shall  have  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state 
a  certificate  from  the  company  or  its  authorized  general 
agent,  authorizing  him  to  act  as  such  agent,  and  obtained 
license  thereon  from  the  commissioners  so  to  do.  Upon 
tiling  the  certificate  aforesaid,  the  commissioners  shall  is- 
sue a  license  to  such  person  to  act  as  an  insurance  agent 
in  this  state  ;  provided,  the  company  for  which  such  person 
proposes  to  procure  or  solicit  applications  for  insurance 
therein  shall  be  authorized  to  do  insurance  business  in 
this  state,  which  license  shall  continue  until  the  first  day 
of  April  thereafter,  unless,  for  cause,  revoked  in  the  mean- 
time. And  upon  filing  a  certificate  as  aforesaid,  such 
license  may  be  renewed  on  said  first  day  of  April,  and  an- 
nually thereafter,  and  for  such  license  and  each  subsequent 
renewal  the  person  receiving  the  same  shall  pay  to  the 
commissioners  the  sum  of  one  dollar.  If  any  person  shall 
solicit  or  receive  any  risk  or  application  for  insurance,  or 
receive  money  or  value  therefor  for  any  insurance  com- 
pany or  agent,  without  such  license  from  the  commission- 
ers, he  shall  be  punished  for  each  offense  by  fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  ;  one  half  to  the  use  of  the 
prosecutor.    But  any  policy  issued  on  an  application  thus 
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procured,  shall  bind  the  company,  if  otherwise  valid  ;  pro- 
•   vided,  however,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any 
person  who  only  acts  as  clerk  to  any  insurance  company 
or  agent. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  may  be  licensed  by  the  commis- 
sioners as  insurance  broker  to  negotiate  contracts  of  in- 
surance, and  to  effect  insurance  for  others  than  himself  for 
a  compensation;  and  by  virtue  thereof  he  may  place  risks 
or  effect  insurance  with  any  insurance  company  of  this 
state,  or  with  the  agents  of  any  insurance  company  who 
have  been  licensed  to  do  an  insurance  business  in  this 
state,  but  with  no  other.  For  such  license  he  shall  pay 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  which  shall  authorize  him  thus  to 
act  until  the  first  day  of  April  then  next ;  and  on  payment 
of  the  same  fee,  his  license  may  be  renewed  from  year  to 
year  afterwards,  ending  annually  on  the  first  day  of  April. 
Any  person  without  such  license,  assuming  to  act  as  such 
broker,  shall  forfeit  not  less  than  fifty  dollars ;  one  half  of 
which  forfeiture  shall  go  to  the  complainant,  and  the  other 
half  to  the  state  treasury ;  provided,  that  any  authorized 
insurance  agent,  whose  payments  for  certificates  of  au- 
thority shall  amount  to  ten  dollars  per  annum,  may  act  as 
such  broker  without  further  charge  for  license,  and  any 
such  agents  whose  payments  for  such  certificates  shall 
have  been  less  than  ten  dollars  may  have  such  license  as  a 
broker  on  paying  such  sum  as  will,  with  the  sum  already 
paid  for  certificates,  make  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  The  insurance  commissioners  shall  be  author- 
ized at  any  time  to  examine  into  the  condition  and  affairs 
of  any  insurance  company  not  organized  under  the  laws 
of  this  state,  doing  business  or  proposing  to  do  business 
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therein,  or  cause  such  examination  to  be  made  by  sorao 
person  appointed  by^them,  not  interested  in  such  com- 
pany ;  and  may  in  like  manner  examine  into  the  business 
transacted  by  any  agent  of  such  company  in  this  state, 
and  may  requiro  such  company  or  agent  to  produce  all 
books  or  papers  relating  to  such  company  or  agency,  and 
to  answer  in  writing,  under  oath,  all  reasonable  questions 
relating  thereto;  and  if,  in  their  opinion,  the  affairs  of 
such  company  are  in  an  unsound  or  failing  condition,  they 
shall  revoko  any  license  that  may  have  been  granted  to 
such  company,  and  all  licenses  that  may  have  been  granted 
to  agents  of  such  company,  by  written  notice  to  the 
company,  and  publication  of  the  same  by  six  consecutivo 
insertions  in  one  daily  or  weekly  newspaper  in  each 
county  where  such  company  may  have  had  authorized 
agent  or  agents. 

Sec.  13.  Every  fire  insurance  company  not  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  state,  but  doing  business  therein, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  in  each  year,  and 
every  life  insurance  company  not  organized  under  tho  . 
laws  of  this  state,  but  doing  business  therein,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year,  shall  transmit  to  the 
insurance  commissioners  a  statement,  under  oath  of  its 
president  and  secretary,  of  the  whole  amount  of  premi- 
ums received  in  money,  or  in  the  form  of  notes,  credits, 
loans  or  any  other  substitute  for  money,  by  or  on  account 
of  said  company,  during  the  year  ending  on  the  31st  day 
of  the  preceding  December,  for  any  insurance  made  by  it 
on  persons  or  property,  in  this  state  ;  also  exhibiting  its 
assets,  liabilities,  amount  of  capital  stock  actually  paid  in, 
the  amount  of  outstanding  risks,  and  the  business,  stand- 
ing and  affairs  of  the  company  generally,  in  accordance 
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with  blanks,  to  bo  furnished  by  tho  commissioners,  adapt- 
ed to  the  business  of  such  company,  which  statement 
shall  bo  filed  in  the  office  of  tho  secretary  of  state ;  and 
shall  pay  to  the  commissioners,  upon  filing  such  statement, 
tho  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  which  shall  bo  paid  by  said 
commissioners  to  tho  stato  treasurer.  And  for  tho  pur- 
pose of  the  above  statement  the  commissioners  shall  pre- 
pare suitable  blanks,  proposing  such  interrogatories  a9 
may  be  necessary  to  ascertain  tho  business,  standing  and 
affairs  of  such  company,  and  forward  duplicates  of  the 
same  in  tho  month  of  December  in  each  year,  to  every 
such  company  ;  and  tho  commissioners  may  demand  a  like 
statement  of  its  standing  and  affurs  at  any  other  timo 
when,  in  their  opinion,  tho  samo  may  bo  necessary  for  tho 
safety  of  the  public. 

Sec.  14.  When  by  tho  laws  of  any  other  state  or 
nation  any  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  licenses,  fees,  deposits 
of  money  or  of  securities,  or  other  obligations  or  prohibi- 
tions are  or  would  be  imposed  on  life  insurance  companies 
of  this  state  doing  business  in  such  other  state  or  nation, 
or  upon  their  agents  therein  so  long  as  such  laws  continue 
in  force,  the  same  obligations  and  prohibitions,  of  whatever 
kind,  shall  be  imposed  upon  all  life  insurance  companies 
of  such  other  states  or  nations  doing  business  within  this 
state,  and  their  agents  herein. 

Sec.  15.  When  by  tho  laws  of  any  other  stato  or 
nation  any  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  licenses,  or  fees,  would 
be  required  to  bo  paid  to,  or  a  doposit  of  money  or  of 
securities  made  with,  the  treasurer  of  such  other  state  by 
life  insurance  companies  of  this  state,  doing  business  in 
such  other  state  or  nation,  so  long  as  such  laws  shall'con- 
tinue  in  force,  the  same  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  licenses,  or 
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fees  shall  be  paid  to,  and  deposits  of  money  or  of  securities 
made  with,  the  treasurer  of  this  state,  by  the  life  insurance 
companies  of  such  other  state  or  nation  doing  business  in 
this  state. 

Sec.  16.  Unless  any  judgment  rendered  in  this  state 
against  any  insurance  company  shall  be  paid  within  thirty 
days  after  demand  made  upon  any  agent  of  such  company, 
and  notice  thereof  given  to  the  insurance  commissioners 
by  the  officer  holding  the  execution,  the  insurance  com- 
missioners may  suspend  the  power  of  the  company  to  do 
business  in  this  state  until  it  shall  be  paid  ;  and  if  the  com- 
pany, or  any  agent  therefor,  shall,  after  notice  of  such 
suspension,  issue  any  policy  in  this  state  during  such  sus- 
pension, said  company  and  agent  shall  each  forfeit  a  sum 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars.  But  any  policy  so 
granted  shall  be  valid  and  binding  against  the  company. 

Sec.  17.  Any  insurance  agent  doing  business  in  this 
state,  who  shall  appropriate  to  his  own  use  any  money  or 
substitute  for  money  received  by  him  as  such  agent,  and 
refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  over  such  money  or  substitute 
for  money  to  the  company  or  other  party  entitled  to  re- 
ceive the  same,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  notice 
to  make  such  payment,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  larceny, 
and  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  therefor  in  accord- 
ance with  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  18.  All  copies  of  charters,  by-laws,  certificates, 
appointments,  and  all  copies  of  other  papers  required  by 
law  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  this  state, 
made  and  certified  by  either  of  the  insurance  commission- 
ers, shall  in  all  cases  be  competent  evidence  in  the  courts 
of  this  state. 
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Sec.  19.  Whenever  the  insurance  commissioners  shall 
have  reason  to  •believe  that  any  insurance  company  em- 
braced in  section  seven  of  this  act,  or  any  insurance  com- 
pany organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  any  officer 
or  agent  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  insurance  companies,  or 
any  other  person,  shall  have  violated  any  law  of  this  state, 
relating  to  such  companies,  officers  or  agents,  or  the 
business  of  insurance,  or  fail  to  comply  with  any  requi- 
sition of  the  laws  of  this  state  relating  to  such  companies, 
officers  or  agents,  or  the  business  of  insurance,  they  shall 
forthwith  report  the  fact  with  any  information  they  may 
have  relating  thereto,  to  any  state's  attorney  in  this  state, 
who  shall,  if  in  his  judgment  it  is  advisable  so  to  do, 
prosecute  every  such  company,  officer,  agent  or  other 
person  therefor ;  and  any  such  company,  officer,  agent  or 
other  person,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  liable  for  each 
offense  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  and 
costs  of  prosecution. 

Sec.  20.  The  insurance  commissioners  shall  biennially, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  cause  to  be  printed 
and  laid  before  the  legislature  an  abstract  of  the  annual 
statements  made  to  them  by  insurance  companies  of  other 
states  for  the  two  years  next  preceding,  with  such  statis- 
tics, general  information  and  suggestions  relating  to  the 
subject  of  insurance  as  they  may  think  proper  to  insert  in 
such  report,  giving  the  name  and  location  of  every  such 
company:  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall  koep  on  file  the 
charters  of  all  such  companies,  and  all  certificates  relating 
to  the  means  or  authority  of  such  companies,  and  the  name 
and  residence  of  every  agent  licensed  to  do  insurance 
business  in  this  state,  together  with  the  certificate  of  the 
company,  or  general  agent  of  such  company,  upon  which 
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such  agents  have  been  licensed ;  and  they  may  appoint  a 
deputy  to  assist  them  in  carrying  the  p»visions  of  this 
chapter  into  effect,  for  whose  acts  they  shall  be  responsible  ; 
and  the  fees  from  agents  and  companies  for  licenses  and 
examinations  hereinbefore  provided  for,  together  with  any 
fees  they  may  receive  for  copies  furnished  by  them,  shall 
be  in  full  compensation  for  their  services  as  commis- 
sioners. 

Sec.  21.  Sections  one,  two,  three  and  four  of  chapter 
eighty-seven  of  the  general  statutes,  and  all  acts  and  parts 
of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

No.  2.  -AN  ACT  TO  ENABLE  INSURANCE  COMPA- 
N1ES  TO  COMPLY  WITH  THE  LAWS  OF  OTHER 
STATES  OR  COUNTRIES. 

It  U  hereby  enacted  by  the  Gzneral  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont: 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  life  insurance  com- 
pany chartered  in  this  stato  to  deposit  with  the  treasurer 
of  this  state,  or  tho  comptroller  or  chief  financial  officer 
of  another  state,  any  funds  or  securities  of  such  compa- 
nies which  tho  laws  of  any  other  state  or  country  may  re- 
quire, to  enable  the  company  or  companies  of*  this  state 
to  establish  agencies  and  prosecuto  the  business  of  insur- 
ance within  such  other  states  or  countries. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  tho  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  this

The  secretary  of  state  shall,  as  soon  as  con- 
veniently may  be  done,  procure  twelve  hundred  copies  of 
such  compilation  to  be  printed  and  bound  in  paper,  in 
the  same  stylo  as  the  session  laws  are  printed,  and  dis- 
tribute the  same  in  the  following  manner  :  Four  copies  to 
each  organized  town  and  city  in  the  state.  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  town  and  city  clerks  in  the 
Btato  to  keep  the  same  in  some  suitable  place  in  their 
respective  offices  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  thereof ; 
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provided,  that  three  of  said  copies  shall  be  for  the  use  of 
the  listers  while  engaged  in  the  duties  of  their  office  as 
listers!

Sec.  1.  The  listers  of  the  several  towns  and  cities  in 
this  state  shall  appraise  and  set  in  the  grand  lists  of  their 
respective  towns  and  cities  all  the  real  estate  situated  in 
such  towns  or  cities,  which  shall  be  owned  or  occupied  by 
any  railroad  corporation,  or  which  shall  be  owned,  leased, 
possessed  or  operated  by  any  persons,  company  or  'cor- 
poration whose  title,  right,  interest  or  possession  shall 
have  been  derived  in  any  manuer  from  such  railroad  cor- 
poration; and  the  road-bed  and  track  of  any  railway,  and 
all  land  taken  and  used  for  railroad  purposes,  shall  be 
considered  real  estate  for  the  purposes  of  this  act ;  and 
all  said  real  estate  shall  be  set  in  the  list  to  such  corpo- 
rations, owners,  occupants  and  possessors,  and  shall  be 
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subject  to  the  general  provisions  relating  to  the  assess- 
ment and  taxation  of  real  estate,  except  as  herein  other- 
wise provided. 

Sec.  2.  No  road-bed  and  track  shall  be  assessed  by  the 
listers  of  any  town  or  city  at  a  valuation  exceeding  two 
thousand  dollars  for  every  mile  of  the  main  line  of  the 
road  iu  such  town  or  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  real  estate  of  any  railroad  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation  for  a  period  of  ten  years  from  the  time 
when  regular  trains  for  public  traffic  and  accommodation 
shall  have  commenced  running  over  the  entire  length  of 
said  road  within  this  state  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  clerk  of  any  railroad  company,  upon  request,  to  re- 
port such  time  in  writing,  under  oath,  to  the  listers  of 
any  town  or  city  through  or  into  which  the  railroad  of 
such  company  extends. 

Sec.  4.  The  several  constables  and  collectors  of  taxes 
in  this  state  shall  have  power,  in  default  of  payment  of 
any  tax  assessed  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  to  col- 
lect the  same  out  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  cor- 
poration, company  or  persons  owning,  leasing,  operating 
or  possessing  the  property  upon  which  such  tax  is  as- 
sessed ;  and  any  engine,  car  or  other  article  in  use  on  said 
road  by  the  corporation  or  persons  managing  or  running 
said  road,  and  which  has  at  any  time  been  owned  by  said 
corporation  or  persons,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  property 
of  such  corporation  or  persons  for  the  purpose  of  sat- 
isfying said  tax ;  and  the  same  may  be  taken  and  sold  by 
virtue  of  said  constable's  or  collector's  warrant,  in  the 
same  manner  as  personal  property  is  now  taken  and  sold 
for  the  collection  of  taxes. 
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Sec.  5.  Section  seventeen  of  chapter  eighty-three,  and 
sections  eighty-eight,  eighty-nine,  ninety,  ninety-one  and 
ninety-two  of  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the  general  stat- 
tntes,  are  hereby  repealed.

Sec.  1.  Whoever  takes  or  catches  any  salmon  in  any  of 
the  waters  of  this  state, or  has  in  his  or  her  possession  any 
such  fish  captured  within  the  limits  of  this  state,  for  five 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
fine  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  or  each  and  every  salmon  so 
taken,  captured  or  possessed,  to  bo  recovered  on  indict- 
ment of  any  grand  juror,  before  any  justice  court  within 
the  town  or  county  where  such  offense  was  committed. 

Sec.  2.    Whoever  takes  or  catches  any  trout,  land-lock- 
ed salmon,  salmon  trout  or  longe  in  any  of  the  public  wa- 
ers   of  this  state,  or  has  in  his  or  her  possession  any  such 
fish  captured  within  the  limits  of  thi$  state,  between  the 
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first  day  of  September  of  one  year  and  the  first  day  of 
May  of  the  next  year,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  to  ex- 
ceed ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  aforesaid,  so  taken, 
captured  or  possessed,  to  bo  recovered  on  indictment  of 
any  grand  juror  before  any  justice  court  within  the  town 
or  county  where  such  offense  was  committed. 

Sec.  3.  Whoever  takes  or  catches  any  black  bass  in  any 
of  the  public  waters  of  this  state,  or  has  in  his  or  her  pos- 
session  any  such  fish,  captured  within  the  limits  of  this 
state,  between  the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of 
August  in  any  year,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  to  ex- 
ceed five  dollars  for  each  fish  so  taken,  had  or  possessed, 
to  be  recovered  on  indictment  or  otherwise,  before  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  within  the  town  or  county  where  such

offense  was  committed ;  one  half  of  said  fine  to  go  to  the 
person  who  made  the  complaint,  and  the  other  half  to  go  to 
the  state.

Sec.  4.  Whoever  takes  or  catches  any  white  fish  or  lake 
shad  in  any  of  the  public  waters  of  this  state,  or  has  in  his 
or  her  possession  any  such  fish  taken  within  the  limits  of 
this  state,  between  the  first  day  of  October  and  the  first 
day  of  December  in  any  year,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine 
not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  for  each  fish  so  taken,  had  or  pos- 
sessed, to  be  recovered  on  indictment  or  otherwise,  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  town  or  county,  where 
such  offense  was  committed  ;  one  half  of  said  fine  to  go  to 
the  person  who  makes  the  complaint,  and  the  other  half  to 
the  state. 

Sec.  5.  Whoever  takes  or  catches  any  wall-eyed  pike 
or  pike  perch  in  any  public  water  of  this  state,  or  has  in 
his  or  her  possession  any  such  fish  taken  within  the  limits 
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of  this  state,  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first 
day  of  June  of  any  year,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  to 
exceed  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  so  taken,  to  be 
recovered  on  indictment  or  other  wise,  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace  within  the  town  or  county  where  such  offense 
was  committed ;  one  half  of  said  fine  to  go  to  the  person 
who  makes  the  complaint  and  the  other  half  to  the  state. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  capture  any  trout, 
land-locked  salmon,  salmon,  salmon  trout,  or  longe,  in  any 
of  the  public  waters  of  this  state,  except  by  hook  and  line 
in  the  ordinary  way,  with  bait,  fly  or  troll,  under  a  penal- 
ty of  twenty  dollars  for  each  violation  of  this  act ;  provid- 
ed, always,  that  the  fish  commissioners  may  be  allowed  to 
take  fish  in  any  season  of  the  year  for  stocking'ponds,  lakes 
and  rivers,  and  for  maintaining  and  cultivating  fish  artifi- 
cially, aud  for  no  other  purpose — and  may  also  grant  per- 
mits in  writing  for  other  persons  to  capture  fish  for  artifi- 
cial propagation  and  maintenance  in  private  ponds. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  legally  engaged  in  the  artificial  cul- 
ture and  maintenance  of  fish  may  take  them  in  his  own 
waters,  how  and  when  he  pleases,  or  take  them  in  the  pub- 
lic streams  for  breeding  purposes ;  provided,  he'gets  the 
written  permit  of  the  commissioners  of  fisheries  to  do  so, 
or  the  permit  of  the  selectmen  of  any  town  where  he  so 
takes  them,  but  shall  not  sell  them  for  food  at  seasons  when 
their  capture  is  prohibited  by  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  All  pound-net  or  trap-net  fishing  in  the  public 
waters  of  this  state  are  hereby  prohibited ;  and  any  per- 
son or  persons  who  shall  be  found  fishing  with  any  such 
pound  or  trap  nets  within  the  limits  of  this  state,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,

and  forfeit  his  net  or  nets  to  the  use  of  the  state  by  any 
officer  making  the  arrest. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  fish  for 
white  fish  or  lake  shad  with  a  net  whose  meshes  are  less 
than  two  inches  in  extension,  knot  to  knot,  nor  less  than 
one  and  one  quarter  inches  in  extension,  knot  to  knot,  for 
the  capture  of  wall-eyed  pike  or  pike-perch,  under  a  pen- 
alty of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense  so  committed, 
to  be  recovered  by  indictment,  with  confiscation  of  the  net 
or  nets,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  city,  court  with- 
in the  town,  city  or  county  where  such  offense  was  com- 
mitted ;  and  one  half  of  said  fine  shall  go  to  the  person 
who  makes  the  complaint,  and  the  other  half  to  the  state. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  engage  in  stocking  any  of  the  public  waters  in 
this  state  with  pickerel.  And  any  person  or  persons 
violating  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  six  months  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  tor  any  person  in  this 
state  to  catch,  kill  or  destroy  any  fish  in  the  private  ponds, 
preserves  or  streams  when  the  same  are  being  bred 
artificially,  and  cultivated  or  maintained,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  under  a  penalty  of 
five  dollars  for  each  fish  so  caught,  killed  or  destroyed,  to 
be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  in  sections  one  and 
two  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.    Any  person  or  corporation  of  persons  who  en- 
.   gage  in  the' culture  offish  in  private  enclosures  within 
this  state,  shall  put  up  notices  at  convenient  places  on 
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their  premises,  wherein  they  shall  indicate  that  no  fishing 
is  permitted  on  said  premises.  And  if,  after  such  notice 
is  publicly  given,  any  person  shall  enter  upon  said  premises 
and  catch  any  fish,Jor  in  any  manner  foul  the  water  thereof 
by  any  substance  deleterious  to  the  life  and  growth  of 
said  fishes,  or  shall  break  or  destroy  any  dam,  reservoir  or 
embankment,  or  divert  the  wator,  or  do  any  damage  what- 
ever to  said  premises,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not 
more  than  six  months,  and  shall  be  likewise  liable  to  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  in  a  civil  suit  for  the  damages 
occasioned,  in  any  court  within  the  town  or  county  where 
such  offense  was  committed. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  pursue,  kill  or  destroy  any 
wild  deer,  buck,  fawn  or  elk  within  the  limits  of  this  state, 
eave  through  the  months  of  September,  October,  November 
and  December  in  any  year,  nor  shall  any  person  kill,  catch 
or  destroy  any  mink,  beaver,  fisher,  or  otter  between  the 
first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be 
recovered  on  indictment  or  otherwise  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace  within  the  town  or  county  where  such  offense 
was  committed ;  and  one  half  of  said  fine  shall  go  to  the 
person  who  makes  said  complaint,  and  the  other  half  to 
the  state. 

Sec.  14.    No  person  shall  kill  any  of  the  wild  animals 
mentioned  in  section  thirteen  of  this  act  by  poison,  and 
any  person  convicted  of  such  offense  shall  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  for 
each  animal  so  poisoned  and  destroyed.

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont  : 

Sec.  1.  No  person  shall  take,  kill,  or  have  in  his  pos- 
session within  this  state,  any  woodcock  between  the  first 
day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  August  in  any  year,  nor 
any  ruffled  grouse,  commonly  called  partridge,  between  the 
first  day  of  March  aud  the  first  day  of  September  in  any 
year,  nor  any  wild  goose  or  wild  duck  between  the  first 
day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of  September  in  any  year, 
nor  shall  any  person  at  any  time  within  this  state  take,  or 
destroy,  or  have  in  his  possession  any  eggs  of  either  of  the 
birds  in  this  section  mentioned,  or  take  or  kill  any  such 
bird  by  means  of  any  snare,  net  or  trap  ;  provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  per- 
son from  hunting  upon  his  own  lands  except  during  the 
times  hereinbefore  named. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  within  this  state  shall  engage  mount- 
ing, shooting,  or  the  pursuit,  taking  or  killing  in  any  way 
of  any  wild  game,  or  other  birds  or  animals,  nor  discharge 
any  firearms  for  such  purpose,  nor  for  any  purpose  except 
the  just  defense  of  person  or  property,  or  in  the  cause  of 
proper  military  or  police  duty,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
commonly  called  Sunday. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  either  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  act,  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  such 
offense  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  to  the  use  of  the  state  ;  and 
such  person  may  be  prosecuted  for  such  offense  by 
any  state's  attorney  or  town  grand  juror,  by  complaint 
in  common  and  simple  form,  before  any  justice  of 
the  peace,  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  regulations 
provided  by  the  general  laws  of  the  state  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  offenses  punishable  by  fine  and  cognizable  by  jus- 
tices of  the  peace. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  penalty  shall  be  collected  and 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  this  state,  by  any  prosecution  for 
violations  of  the  provisions  of  sections  one  and  two  of  this 
act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  treasurer,  upon  the 
certificate  of  the  officer,  who  prosecuted  such  case  that 
the  conviction  therein  was  obtained  upon  the  information 
of  any  person  voluntarily  furnished,  to  pay  to  such  person 
one  half  of  such  penalty.

No.  17.— AN  ACT  DEFINING  PUBLIC  WATERS  IN 

THIS  STATE. 

It  id  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont: 

Sec.  1.  All  natural  ponds  of  water  in  this  state  covering 
a  superficial  area  of  seventy-five  acres  or  more,  not  private 
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property,  shall  be  considered  public  waters,  into  which 
the  commissioners  of  fisheries  may  introduce  choice 
varieties  offish. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  November  18,  1874.

Sec.  1.  Whenever  the  public  good  or  thejnecessity  or 
convenie  nee  of  individuals  shall  require  the  opening  of  a 
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ditch  or  water  course  for  the  purpose  of  draining  low  or 
swamp  lands,  in  order  to  enable  owners  or  occupants 
thereof  to  cultivate  and  improve  the  same,  such  owners 
or  occupants  of  the  land,  through  which  said  ditch  or  water 
course  is  required,  shall  open  a  just  and  fair  proportion  of 
such  ditch  or  water  course  according  to  their  several  in- 
terests. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  parties  herein  named  cannot  agree  what 
proportion  each  shall  make  of  said  ditch  or  water  course, 
the  selectmen  that  shall  bo  annually  elected  in  the  several 
towns  of  this  state,  shall  decide  all  disputes  between  the 
owners  or  occupants  of  adjoining  lands  in  their  respective 
towns,  respecting  the  opening,  making  or  paying  for 
ditches  and  water  courses,  as  provided  in  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  Every  decision  or  award  of  selectmen,  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act,  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  a  majority 
of  the  whole  board,  and  they  shall  lodge  the  same,  or  a 
certified  copy  thereof,  in  the  town  clerk's  office  of  the 
town  where  the  decision  or  award  is  made,  and  the  clerk 
shall  keep  the  same  on  file  ;  and  they  shall  also  deliver  a 
copy  of  the  same  to  the  parties  interested,  and  such  de- 
cision or  award  shall  be  binding  on  all  of  the  parties. 

SiEC.  4.  When  there  is  a  dispute  as  to  the  opening  of  a 
ditch  or  water  course,  or  the  part,  width,  depth  or  ex- 
teufc  that  any  person  shall  open  or  make,  either  party  may, 
by  writing,  notify  the  selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  said 
lands  are  located  of  the  dispute,  asking  for  an  investigation, 
and  naming  in  the  notice  for  the  investigation  thereof  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting,  aud  shall  also  notify  the  other 
party  or  parties  in  the  same  manner,  which  notice  shall-  ' 
bo  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  set  for  hearing. 
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Sec.  5.  On  receiving  such  notice  the  selectmen  shall 
attend  at  the  time  and  place  named,  and  after  being  satis- 
fied that  the  other  party  or  parties  have  been  duly  notified, 
they  shall  examine  the  premises  and  hear  the  parties  and 
their  witnesses,  if  demanded,  on  the  subject  matter  of  the 
reference,  and  shall  divide  or  apportion  the  ditch  or  water 
coarse  among  the  several  parties,  having  due  regard  to 
the  interest  of  each  party  in  the  opening  thereof,  and  shall 
fully  determine  the  matters  in  dispute. 

Sec.  6.  On  any  reference  requiring  the  opening  or 
making  of  any  ditch  or  water  course,  the  selectmen  shall 
decide  what  length  of  time  each  of  the  parties  shuli  have 
to  open  the  share  of  the  ditch  or  water  course  which  the 
selectmen  decide  that  each  of  such  parties  shall  open  or 
make,  and  if  it  appears  to  the  selectmen  that  any  of  the 
owners  or  occupiers  of  any  tract  of  land,  are  not  sufficiently 
interested  in  the  opening  of  said  ditch  or  water  course  to 
make  said  owner  or  occupant  perform  or  pay  any  part 
thereof,  and  at  the  same  time  it  shall  appear  necessary  for 
the  other  party  or  parties,  that  such  ditch  or  water  course 
should  be  constructed  across  such  tract  or  piece  of  land, 
they  may  award  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
such  other  party  or  parties  proportionately  to  the  benefits 
each  may  receive,  and  after  such  award  the  party  or 
parties  interested,  and  in  whose  favor  said  award  is  made, 
may  open  the  ditch  or  water  course  across  such  tract  of 
land  at  his  or  their  own  expense  without  being  trespassers. 

SBC.  7.  All  ditches  or  water  courses  opened  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  kept  cleansed  and  rendered 
fit  for  the  passage  of  all  water  into  the  same,  and  any 
person  failing  to  do  his  or  her  proportionate  share  of  clean- 
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ing  or  repairing  said  ditch  or  water  course,  the  same  pro- 
ceedings may  bo  had  and  all  disputes  in  reference  to  the 
same  settled  in  the  same  way  and  by  the  same  board,  as 
is  herein  provided  for  opening  ditches  or  water  courses. 

Sec.  8.  The  owner  of  any  land  higher  than  that  of  his 
.neighbor,  shall  not  be  required  to  make  or  assist  in  making 
a  water  course  or  ditch,  through  his  said  neighbor's  land, 
of  any  greater  depth  than  is  necessary  for  draining  his 
own  land. 

Sec.  9.  All  expenses  under  this  act  shall  bo  paid  by 
the  party  or  parties  interested  in  opening  and  making 
such  ditches  or  water  courses,  in  such  proportion  as  the 
selectmen  who  try  the  cases  respectively,  shall  order,  and 
the  selectmen  shall  receive  the  same  amount  of  compen- 
sation as  other  town  officers  in  the  towns  whore  they  shall 
net  under  this  law. 

Sec,  10.  If  any  party  or  parties  shall  fail  to  open  any 
•ditch  or  water  course,  or  any  share  or  proportion  thereof, 
in  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  selectmen  as  aforesaid, 
and  within  the  time  limited  by  such  order,  any  person  in- 
terested who  was  a  party  of  record  in  said  proceedings 
may  open  said  ditch  or  water  course  and  collect  pay  for 
the  same  of  the  party  or  parties  who  were  to  do  the  same 
by  said  order  of  said  selectmen. 

Sec.  11.  If  any  owner  of  land  through  which  a  drain 
is  to  be  constructed  shall  claim  damages  or  compensation 
therefor,  the  selectmen  shall  hear  the  parties  interested 
therein,  and  may.  award  such  damages  to  the  owner  of 
such  land  as  they  shall  judge  reasonable  to  be  paid  by  the 
parties  benefited  thereby,  in  such  proportions  as  such 
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selectmen  shall  deem  just;  and  in  estimating  the  damages 
which  may  bo  sustained  by  any  person  owning  or  in- 
terested in  lands  through  which  said  ditch  or  water  course 
is  to  be  laid,  the  benefits  which  said  person  may  receive 
thereby  shall  be  taken  into  consideration. 

Sec.  12.  Any  person  owning  land  through  which  a 
drain  or  water  course  is  to  be  laid,  may  appeal  from  the 
decision  or  award  of  the  selectmen  to  the  next  stated  term 
of  the  county  court,  in  which  said  land  is  situated,  by 
entering  into  a  recognizance  with  good  and  sufficient 
sureties,  before  said  board  of  selectmen,  in  such  sum  as 
said  selectmen  may  require  ;  conditioned,  that  said  appel- 
lant shall  prosecute  said  appeal  to  effect  and  pay  all  inter- 
vening damages  and  cost  in  case  said  decision  or  award  is 
affirmed.  And  upon  said  appeal  being  entered  in  county 
court  by  the  report  of  the  decision  or  award  of  said 
selectmen  in  writing,  and  with  the  recognizances  aforesaid, 
the  county  court  may,  in  their  discretion,  upon  hearing, 
accept  or  reject  said  report,  or  may  appoint  a  commission 
consisting  of  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  the  vicinity, 
who  shall  make  an  examination  of  the  premises,  and  after 
due  hearing,  upon  notice  to  all  parties  interested  as  afore- 
said, make  report  thereof  to  the'next  stated  term  of  said 
court. 

Sec.  13.  The  county  court  shall  make  all  necessary 
orders,  judgments  and  decrees  to  carry  out  the  decisions 
upon  the  report  of  said  selectmen  or  commissioners,  and 
tax  cost  as  may  seem  right  and  proper. 

Sec.  14.  A  certified  copy  of  the  report  of  the  selectmen 
or  commissioners,  finally  accepted  by  the  county  court, 
together  with  the  orders,  judgments  and  decrees  in  said

court,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  town  clerk's  office  where 
said  lands  are  situated. 

Sec.  15.  All  ditches  and  water  courses  opened  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  discontinued  by  the  same 
proceedings  and  under  the  same  regulations  provided  for 
opening  the  same. 

Sec.  16.  The  authority  establishing  water  courses  or 
ditches  under  this  act,  may,  in  their  discretion,  direct  any 
part  of  the  same  to  be  covered  in  such  manner  as  they 
shall  direct. 

Sec.  17.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  are  hereby  repealed.

No.  19.— AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  SECTION 
TWO  OF  AN  ACT  ENTITLED  "  AN  ACT  RELAT- 
ING TO  PRIVATE  CORPORATIONS  BY  VOLUN- 
TARY ASSOCIATION,"  APPROVED  NOVEMBER 
23,  1870. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont: 

Sec.  1.  Section  two  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  relat- 
ing to  private  corporations  by  voluntary  association,"  ap- 
proved November  23,  1870,  is  hereby  amended  by  insert-

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No.  91. — REPOKT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  TO  WHOM 
WAS  REFERRED  THE  CLAIM  OF  IROQUOIS  IN- 
JDIANS,  AND  JOINT  RESOLUTION  RELATING  TO  THE 
SAME. 

To  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

The  special  committee  to  whom  was  preferred  the  peti- 
tion of  the  delegates  of  the  Iroquois  Indians  have  fully 
considered  the  same,  and  respectfully  report : 

That  the  claim  made,  covers  all  the  laud  on  the  west 
side  of  thejGreen  Mountains  lying  northerly  of  a  straight 
line  from  Ticonderoga  to  the  Great  Fails  of  Otter  Creek, 
(now  called  Sutherland  Falls,)  from  thence  to  be  continued 
to  the  top  of  the  Green  Mountains  ;  thence  along  the  top 
of  said  mountains  to  Canada  line,  containing  some  2,240,000 
acres  of  land,  for  which  is  demanded  the  sum  of  $89,600. 

This  claim  is  not  a  new  one,  the  first  claim  having  been 
presented  to  Governor  Tichenor  in  1798,  and  it  was  by 
him  referred  to  the  legislature,  and  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  examine  into  the  claim,  and  the  same  was  re- 
ferred back  to  Governor  Tichenor,  and  in  1799  ho  reported 
that  the  claim  of  the  Indians  to  the  lands  in  question  had 
been  extinguished. 

Again  in  1812  a  like  petition  was  presented. 

A  similar  memorial  was  presented  in  1826  to  Governor 
Butler,  and  by  him  referred  to  the  legislature,  and  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  who^reported  that  the  petitioners 
had  no  claim  on  this  state. 

The  subject  was  up  again  in  1854  and  1855,  and  at  no 
time  has  a  favorable  report  on  the  petition  been  made. 
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Your  committee  further  find  that  the  land  claimed  by 
the  petitioners  was  ceded  by  France  to  Great  Britain  in 
1763,  and  that  the  tribes  of  Indians,  whom  your  petitioners 
claim  to  represent,  about  that  time  moved  into  the  limits 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  have  since  resided  there ; 
and  there  was  no  evidence  before  the  committee  that  they 
have  ever  occupied  or  been  in  possession  of  the  territory 
claimed  from  1763  to  the  present  time,  though  the  petiti- 
oners claim,  that  a  party  of  their  tribe  came  on  to  said  ter- 
ritory on  a  hunting  excursion  in  1799,  or  thereabouts.

States  by  the  treaty  with  Great  Britain  in  1783.

All  that  territory  now  in  school  district  num- 
ber three  in  the  town  of  Corinth,  and  all  the  inhabitants 
within  school  district  number  three,  are  incorporated  and 
constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of 
Cookesville  Graded  School,  and  the  present  school  houses 
and  school  property  of  said  graded  sohool  district,  and  all 
the  debts  and  liabilities  of  said  district  number  three,  shall 
be  assumed  and  paid  by  said  graded  school  district ;  and 
said  graded  school  district  shall  have  all  the  powers  and 
privileges,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabili- 
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*ies,  that  are  incident  to  school  districts  established  under 
the  general  statutes  of  the  state;  provided,  that  no  part 
of  the  territory  hereby  incorporated  shall  be  hereafter 
taken  from  said  graded  school  district,  unless  by  future 
amendment  of  this  act,  and  that  territory  shall  be  added 
to  said  graded  school  district  in  manner  provided  by  this 
act. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  other  school  district  or  districts  in  the 
town  of  Corinth  shall,  at  any  time,  by  their  vote  at  any 
annual  meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting  of  said  district  or 
districts,  duly  warned  for  the  purpose,  signify  their  desire 
to  unite  with  and  become  a  part  of  said  graded  school 
district,  and  if  the  said  graded  school  district  at  any 
annual  meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting  of  said  district 
duly  warned  for  that  purpose,  shall  vote  to  agree  to  such 
union,  then  the  said  district  or  districts  shall,  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes,  become  and  form  a  part  of  said 
Cookesville  Graded  School  District;  and  such  union 
of  said  districts  may  be  upon  such  terms,  in  regard  to 
debts,  liabilities  and  assets  of  each,  as  may  be  mutually 
agreed  upon ;  and  by  vote  of  the  town  of  Corinth,  and

Tracy,  E.  F.  Whitcomb,  William  Brew,  L.  C.  Butler,  P.  C.

the  possession  of  the  aforesaid  Essex  Academy  Associa- 
tion. 

Sec.  4.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  use  only  the 
income  derived  from  gifts,  legacies  or  bequests  that  may 
come  into  their  possession.

The  trustees  may  make  such  by-laws,  rulps 
and  regulations  for  the  gradation,  instruction  and  manage- 
ment of  said  academy  and  graded  school,  and  for  the  care 
of  the  property  of  said  district,  as  they  may  deem  expedient, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  state ;  they  shall 
establish  a  course  or  courses  of  study  in  each  of  the  schools, 
and  shall,  in  conjunction  with  the  teachers  of  the  schools 
and  the  town  superintendent  of  schools,  arrange  and  hold 
a  public  examination  of  all  tho  schools  at  the  close  of  each 
term  thereof  and  assign  each  scholar  to  tho  particular 
grade  or  department  which  each  shall  be  found  qualified 
to  enter  ;  shall  assign  each  pupil  to  the  proper  grade  upon 
admission  to  the  school,  and  may  change  pupils  from  one 
grade  to  another  during  term  time,  whenever  the  interest 
of  the  pupils  or  the  good  of  the  school  may  seem  to  require 
it.

ever in  the  judgment  of  the'board  of  trustees  it  may  be 
necessary  or  expedient  so  to  do ;  provided,  that  the  avails 
of  such  transfer,  if  any,  after  the  payment  of  the  just  in- 
debtedness of  said  corporation,  shall  be  devoted  to  edu- 
cational purposes.

The  corporate  name  of  the  corporation  created 
by  the  "  Act  to  incorporate  the  Vermont  Conference  Sem- 
inary and  Female  College,"  approved  November  G,  1865, 
shall  be  the  Methodist  Conference  Seminary  and  Female 
College ;  and  the  first  and  second  sections  of  said  act 
are  hereby  so  far  amended  as  is  necessary  to  accomplish 
said  change  of  corporate  name. 

Sec.  2.  Section  three  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

The  trustees  of  said  Vermont  Methodist  Seminary  atd 
Female  College  shall  not  exceed  forty,  and  shall  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  four  years,  as  hereinafter  provided; 
and  the  present  board  of  trustees  shall  divide  themselves 
into  four  classes,  each  class  to  consist  of  not  more  than 
ten  trustees, — one  class  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  one 
class  for  two  years,  one  class  for  three  years,  and  one 
class  for  four  years.    At  the  expiration  ©f  the  term  of 
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service  of  each  class  of  said  trustees,  their  successors 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years. 

Sec.  3.  The  trustees  of  said  corporation  may  elect  an- 
nually five  trustees,  on  tho  nomination  of  the  Vermont  An- 
nual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  The 
Vermont  Annual  Conference  of  said  church  may  elect  an- 
nually two  trustees.  Tho  Laymen's  Electoral  Conference

two  of  said  eight  to  become  trustees  from  the  date  of  their 
election,  two  to  take  offico  in  ono  year  from  tho  date  of 
their  election,  two  in  two  years  from  the  date  of  their  elcc- 
tiou,  and  two  in  throe  years  from  the  date  of  their  eloction. 
The  associated  alumni  of  the  seminaries  at  Newbury, 
Springfield  and  Montpelier  may  elect  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing of  said  alumni  one  trustee.

Sec.  1.  School  district  number  four  in  Concord  is  here- 
by enlarged  so  as  to  include  within  its  boundaries  such 
portions  of  the  territory  of  the  town  of  Concord  as  on  the 
first  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1874,  constituted  school  districts 
numbers  four  and  eleven;  provided,  that  a  majority  of  the 
legal  voters  of  said  school  districts  numbers  four  and 
eleven,  at  any  meeting  legally  warned  for  that  purpose, 
shall  vote  in  favor  of  the  same,  and  such  portions  of  ter- 
ritory are  hereby  incorporated  and  constituted  a  school 
district  of  the  town  of  Concord,  hereafter  to  be  known  by 
the  name  of  West  Concord  Graded  School  District,  and 
the  school  houses  and  other  property  of  said  school  dis- 
tricts numbers  four  and  eleven,  of  whatever  character, 
shall  become  the  general  property  of  said  graded  school 
district,  and  all  debts  and  liabilities  of  said  two  districts 
shall  be  assumed  and  paid,  and  all  contracts,  agreements, 
leases  and  stipulations  made  by  either  of  said  districts, 
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with  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  shall  be  assumed 
and  carried  out  by  said  West  Concord  Graded  School  Dis- 
trict the  same  as  though  the  said  graded  school  district 
was  the  original  contracting  party  ;  and  said  persons,  firms 
or  corporations,  having  so  contracted,  agreed,  leased  or 
stipulated  with  either  of  said  districts,  are  hereby  held 
and  bound  to  duly  fulfill  and  carry  out  all  such  contracts, 
agreements,  leases  or  stipulations,  the  same  as  though, 
originally  entered  into  with  said  West  Concord  Graded 
School  District.  Said  graded  school  district  shall  have  all 
the  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties 
and  liabilities,  that  are  incident  to  school  districts  estab- 
lished under  chapter  twenty-two  of  the  general  statutes, 
and  the  laws  in  addition  thereto  and  in  amendment  there- 
of :  provided,  that  no  part  of  the  territory  hereby  incor- 
porated shall  be  hereafter  taken  from  said  graded  school 
district  unless  by  future  amendment  of  this  act,  and  that 
territory  shall  be  added  to  said  graded  school  district  in 
the  manner  provided  by  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  present  officers  of  school  district  number 
four  shall  be  the  officers  of  West  Concord  Graded  School 
District,  and  shall  in  all  things  perform  the  duties  of  said 
officers  until  the  time  of  holding  the  annual  election  of 
school  district  officers  as  now  provided  by  law,  at  which 
annual  meeting,  in  lieu  of  the  number  of  prudential  com- 
mittee prescribed  by  statute,  said  'West  Concord  Graded 
School  District  shall  elect  three  prudential  committee 
who  shall  hold  their  office  in  the  following  manner  :  the 
first  for  one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for 
three  years,  and  annually  thereafter  one  prudential  com- 
mittee shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  three  years,— the 
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remaining  officers  tbo  samo  as  now  or  shall  bo  hereafter 
proscribed  by  law  for  school  districts  in  this  state 

Sec.  3.    Said  West  Concord  Graded  School  District 
may  make  such  by-laws,  rule3  and  regulations  as  it  may 
deem  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  tho  laws  of  this 
state,  and  may  provide  for  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  such  number  of  schools,  and  of  such  grade  or 
grades,  and  for  teaching. therein  such  branches  of  knowl- 
edge, as  it  may  deem  expedient,  and  said  district  may  at 
its  option  give  instruction  in  tho  studies  usually  taught  iu 
higher  academic  schools,  and  which  are  requisite  to  pre- 
pare scholars  to  enter  college.    Said  graded  school  is  not 
required  to  gratuitously  teach  drawing,  painting,  modern 
languages  and  music,  but  may  at  its  option.    All  resi- 
dents of  the  district  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty 
years  may  attend  said  graded  school  froo  of  tuition,  for 
all  branches  except  drawing,  painting,  modern  languages 
ant!  music,  tuition  to  bo  charged  upon  tho  branches  ex- 
cepted,  at  tho  option  of  said  district.     Tho  prudential 
committee  shall  allow  scholars  from  other  districts  in  Con- 
cord to  attend  said  school  with  equal  advantages  of  schol- 
ars in  the  district,  when  said  scholars  aro  qualified  to  en- 
ter either  department  of  said  school,  at  rates  of  tuition 
corresponding  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  tho  usual  rates  for 
the  samo  instruction  in  schools  of  like  character  in  this 
state.    Tho  prudential  committee  are  also  authorized  to 
receive  students  from  other  towns,  in  their  discretion, 
and  upon  such  terms  as  they  may  see  fit  to  impose. 

Sec.  4.  Other  territory  may  bo  added  to  said  graded 
school  district  by  voto  of  tho  town  in  which  said  territory 
may  be  situated,  and  consent  by  voto  of  said  graded 
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school  district  at  tho  annual  mooting  of  said  town  and 
said  district,  or  at  a  special  meeting  of  said  town  and  said 
district  duly  warned  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  5.  Tho  annual  mooting  of  said  graded  school  dis- 
trict shall  be  held  at  tho  same  tirao  as  is  now  or  hereafter 
shall  bo  fixed  by  law  for  all  school  districts  in  this  state. 

Sec.  6.  In  tho  distribution  of  the  public  moneys,  that 
portron  which  may  bo  divided  among  the  several  school 
.  districts,  irrespoctivo  of  tho  nunibor  of  scholars  or  tfrcir 
attendance  at  school,  shall  be  so  divided  as  to  give  said 
graded  school  district  the  shares  of  tho  several  original 
districts  of  which  it  is  or  shall  bo  composed. 

Sec.  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent or  impede  the  collection  of  tho  tax  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  collector  of  district  number  four. 

Sec.  8.   This  act  shall  bo  deemed  a  public  act  and 
•   shall  take  elFect  from  its  passage,  and  this  act  shall  at  all 
times  be  under  the  control  of  the  legislature  to  amend  or 
repeal  as  tho  public  good  may  require.

Thoma8  Emerson  and  Esther  Emerson,  of  North- 
field,  in  the  county  of  Washington  and  state  of  Vermont, 
and  Charles  W.  Emerson,  of  Fitchburgh,  county  of  Worces- 
ter and  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  their  associates 
and  successors,  are  hereby  constituted  a  corporation  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  and  maintaining  an  aqueduct 
or  aqueducts  to  supply  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  of 
Northfield,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  outlying  and  adjacent 
territory,  with  water  for  domestic  and  culinary  purposes, — 
said  corporation  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Emer- 
son Aqueduct  Company ;  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  may  purchase  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate, 
and  convey  the  same,  so  far  as  shall  be  necessary  for 
carrying  on  the  business  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  shall 
be  vested  with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  in- 
cident to  a  corporation  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 
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Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one 
hundred  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  which  stock 
may  be  increased  by  said  corporation  to  three  hundred 
shares,  as  shall  be  necessary,  and  said  corporation  may 
provide  for  the  sale  and  mode  of  transfer  thereof,  as  said 
corporation  may  from  time  to  time  deem  expedient,  and 
may  levy  and  collect  assessments  on  said  shares,  according 
to  law,  and  fix  the  rates  of  rents  and  the  same  alter  at 
pleasure,  and  shall  have  the  power  to  sue  for  and  collect 
said  water  rates  or  rents  when  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  Said  corporation  may  at  its  annual  meeting,  and 
at  all  other  meetings  legally  notified  for  that  purpose, 
make,  alter  and  repeal  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
as  maybe  thought  necessary,  and  which  are  not  repugnant 
to  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  4.  The  first  meeting  of  this  corporation  shall  be 
held  at  Northfield,  and  shall  be  called  by  the  first  person 
named  in  this  act  by  giving  six  days  notice  in  writing  to 
all  the  stockholders,  or  by  publishing  the  same  in  some

newspaper  printed  in  Washington  county  two  successive 
weeks  prior  to  the  day  of  said  meeting,  and  at  said  meeting 
the  company  may  organize  and  elect  all  necessary  officers. 

Sec.  5.  Said  corporation  created  by  this  act  may 
purchase  any  aqueduct  now  in  use,  or  in  process  of  con- 
struction, and  take  a  conveyance  of  title  by  deed  or  other- 
wise, and  divide  the  same  into  shares,  agreeably  to  the 
by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  The  officers  of  said  company  shall  be  a  presi- 
dent, three  or  five  directors,  a  clerk  and  treasurer,  and 
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such  other  officors  as  it  may  deom  oxpedient  j  and  such 
officers  shall  Ijold  their  offices  for  such  times,  shall  perform 
such  duties,  shall  givo  such  bonds  for  faithful  performance 
of  said  duties,  shall  be  entitled  to  such  compensation,  and 
generally  shall  bo  governed  and  controlled  in  such  manner 
and  to  such  extent,  as  said  company  by  its  by-laws  shall 
provide. 

Sec.  7.  Tho  said  corporation  may  tako  the  waters  of 
such  fountains  and  springs  as  they  have  purchased  or  may 
purchase  of  the  owners  for  that  purpose,  or  purchase  any 
aqueduct  now  constructed,  and  may  dig  up  and  open  any 
street,  common  or  highway,  for  the  purposo  of  construct- 
ing and  laying  down  or  repairing  such  aqueduct  or  aquo- 
ducts  and  rosorvoirs  connected  with  the  same ;  provided, 
they  shall  first  obtain  the  foment  of  a  majority  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  tho  village  of  Northfield  for  that 
purpose ;  and  the  same  may  bo  dono  in  such  a  manner  aB 
not  to  prevent  their  convenient  use  for  travel,  and  to  be 
complotod  in  a  reasonable  timo  and  in  such  a  manner  as 
not  to  disfiguro  or  injure  said  street,  common  or  highway; 
and  in  all  cases  where  said  corporation  shall  Lay  or  repair 
any  of  their  pipes  in  any  enclosed  field  they  shall  pay  all 
damages  dono  to  crops  thereon,  and  leave  the  surface  of 
said  lands,  as  near  as  may  be,  in  as  good  condition  as  be- 
fore laying  or  repairing  said  pipes. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  corporation  may  enter  upon  and  use 
any  land  and  enclosure  through  which  it  may  be  neces- 
sary for  said  aqueduct  to  pass,  on  tho  most  practicable 
route  Irom  whence  its  waters  may  be  taken  for  the  pur- 
pose of  placing  such  reservoirs  and  pipes  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  constructing,  completing  and  repairing  said 
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aqueduct,  and  may  agree  with  tho  owner  or  owners 
thereof  for  tho  use  of  tho  same  ;  but  in  case  of  disagree- 
ment, or  if  any  owner  thereof  be  a  minor,  insane,  or  out  of 
tho  state,  or  .otherwise  incapacitated  to  sell  and  convoy, 
6aid  corporation,  or  tho  owners  or  persons  interested  in 
lands  so  entered  upon,  may  apply  to  tho  judges  of  tho 
county  court  for  tho  county  of  Washington,  by  petition, 
who  shall  appoint  forthwith  three  disinterested  persons 
to  view  the  premises  and  assess  tho  damages  sustained 
by  the  owners  or  occupants  of  or  interested  parties  in 
said  lands,  by  tho  construction  of  said  aqueduct,  and  said 
committee  shall  appraise  such  damage  on  oath,  and  report

Sec.  0.  Any  person  who  shall  maliciously  or  willfully 
disturb  or  injure  said  aqueduct  or  aqueducts,  springs  or 
reservoirs,  or  any  onclosuro  or  appurtenant  of  tho  same 
shall  bo  liable  to  bo  prosecuted  by  information,  complaint 
or  indictment,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  bo  finod 
not  less  than  fivo  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  and  costs 
of  prosecution,  for  each  offenso  proved  against  him,  and 
shall  also  bo  liablo  to  said  corporation  in  an  action  on  the 
caso  for  all  damages. 

Sec.  10.  This  corporation  shall  not  contract  debts  to 
an  amount  exceeding 'three  fourtb.3  of  tho  capital  stock 
actually  paid  in,  and  if  tho  indebtedness  of  said  company 
shall  at  any  time  exceed  tho  amount  aforesaid,  tho  direc- 
tors and  stockholders  shall  bo  personally  liablo  for  such 
excess  to  tho  creditors  of  such  corporation.

Said  corporation  may  at  any  annual  or  other 
meeting  legally  notified  make,  alter  and  repeal  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  thought 
necessary,  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  state.

Sec.  3,  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist 
of  one  hundred  shares,  at  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which 
stock  may  be  increased  by  said  corporation  to  an  amount 
sufficient  to  carry  into  effect  the  object  of  this  act,  and 
said  corporation  may  provide  for  the  sale  and  mode  of 
transfer  thereof  as  said  corporation  may  from  time  to  time 
deem  expedient,  and  may  levy  and  collect  assessments  on 
such  shares  according  to  law,  and  fix  the  rates  and  rents 
on  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  shall  have  the  power  to  sue 
for  and  collect  said  water-rents  when  necessary. 

Sec.  4.  Said  corporation  may  dig  or  open  any  street, 
common  or  highway,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  lay- 
ing down  or  repairing  such  aqueduct,  as  may  be  found  de- 
sirable ;  provided,  the  same  may  be  done  in  such  a  manner 
as  not  to  injure  or  disfigure  said  street,  common  or  high- 
way ;  and  in  all  cases  when  said  corporation  shall  lay  or 
repair  said  aqueduct  in  any  enclosed  field,  they  shall  pay 
all  damages  done  to  crops  thereon,  and  leave  the  surface 
of  said  lands,  as  near  as  may  be,  in  as  good  condition  as 
before  laying  or  repairing  said  aqueduct. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  corporation  may  enter  upon  and  use 
any  enclosure  or  land  through  which  it  may  be  necessary 
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for  said  aqueduct  to  pass,  on  tho  moat  practicable  rout© 
from  where  its  water  may  bo  taken,  for  the  purpose  of 
placing  such  reservoirs  and  pipes  as  may  be  necessary  for 
constructing,  completing  and  repairing  said  aqueduct,  and 
may  agrco  with  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  for  the  use  of 
tlio  same;  but  in  case  of  disagreement,  or  if  any  owner 
thereof  bo  a  minor,  insane,  or  uut  of  the  state,  or  otherwiso 
incapacitated  to  sell  and  convey,  said  corporation,  or  tho 
owner  or  owners,  or  persons  interested  in  lands  so  entered 
upon,  may  apply  to  the  judges  of  tho  county  court  for  tho 
county  of  Essex,  by  petition,  who  shall  appoint  forthwith 
thrco  disinterested  persons  to  view  the  premises  and 
assess  tho  damages  sustained  by  the  owners  or  occupants 
of  said  land,  by  tho  construction  of  said  aqueduct,  and 
said  committee  shall  appraise  said  damages  on  oath,  and 
report  tho  sun 3  to  the  county  court  for  the  county  afore- 
said, at  its  first  session  theroaftor,  and  if  their  report  shall 
bo  accepted  by  said  court,  tho  court  shall  render  judg- 
ment thereon,  and  may  issue  an  execution  therefor  with 
costs. 

Sec.  G.  Any  person  who  shall  maliciously  disturb  or 
injuro  said  aqueduct,  or  any  works  or  enclosures  con-

And  said  directors  may  and  shall 
as  often  as  the  interests  of  the  stockholders  shall  require, 
and  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  permit,  make  and 
declare  a  dividend  or  dividends  of  the  profits  on  each 
share,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  said  corpo- 
ration. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  annual  election  of  directors  shall  not  be 
made  on  the  day  appointed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corpo- 
ration, the  corporation  shall  not  be  deemed  dissolved  for 
such  cause,  but  said  election  may  be  holden  on  any  sub- 
sequent day  which  shall  be  appointed  by  said  directors. 

Sec.  7.  The  present  members  of  the  firm  of  E.andT.  Fair- 
banks and  Company,  a  copartnership  existing  and  doing 
business  under  that  name  and  stylo  at  St.  Johnsbury,  in 
the  county  of  Caledonia,  may  become  subscribers  to  the 
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capital  stock  of  this  corporation  to  an  amount  equal  to 
their  respective  interests  in  said  copartnership ;  and  their 
subscriptions  may  be  paid  by  a  conveyance  or  release  to 
said  corporation  of  their  respective  interests  in  said  prop- 
erty of  said  copartnership,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  and  between  the  said  copartners  and  said 
corporation,  and  such  payment  shall  be  deemed  good  and 
valid  as  if  paid  in  cash,  and  stock  certificates  may  be  is- 
sued for  the  full  amount  of  the  stock  by  them  so  sub- 
scribed and  paid  for  as  aforesaid.  And  the  corporation 
formed  by  this  act  shall  assume  and  pay  all  the  liabilities 
and  debts  of  said  copartnership.  Whenever,  and  as  soon 
as  one  million  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid, 
as  provided  in  this  section,  said  corporation  may  go  into 
operation  and  commence  business. 

Sec.  8.  The  books  of  said  corporation,  containing  their 
accounts,  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  forthe  in- 
spection of  any  of  the  stockholders  of  said  corporation, 
and  an  annual  statement  of  the  accounts  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  made  by  the  order  of  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  directors.  And  the  directors  may  obtain  at  any 
time  new  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  until  the  same

property  and  estate  of  the  corporation ;  but  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  or  empower  said 
corporation  to  use  its  funds  or  property  for  any  banking 
purposes  or  transactions,  or  any  business  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  this  act 

Sec.  10.  The  directors  may  call  in  the  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  by  installments,  in  such  proportions 
and  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
giving  such  notice  as  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  said 
corporation  shall  prescribe  ;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  such  installment  or  installments 
within  sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  become  due  and 
payable,  and  after  said  stockholder  shall  have  been  notified 
thereof,  said  corporation  may  through  its  directors  declare 
the  stock  of  such  negligent  and  delinquent  stockholder 
forfeit  to  said  corporation,  and  may  proceed  to  sell  the 
same  at  public  auction,  after  having  given  at  least  twelve 
days  notice  in  some  newspaper  printed  at  St.  Johnsbury, 
in  Caledonia  county,  of  such  forfeiture  and  sale,  and  of  the 
time  and  place  of  sale,  and  after  paying  from  the  avails  of 
such  sale  the  installment  or  installments  so  in  arrears  and 
unpaid,  and  all  reasonable  expenses  and  costs  of  such  sale, 
shall  refund  the  balance,  if  any,  to  such  delinquent  stock- 
holder. Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  take 
away  the  right  of  said  corporation  to  collect  such  install- 
ment  or  installments  of  such  delinquent  stockholder,  in- 
stead  of  declaring  his  or  her  stock  forfeit  to  said  corpora- 
tion, and  selling  the  same  in  the  manner  aforesaid.

court  for  said  district ;  and  said  corporation  shall  have  the 
sole  and  exclusive  care,  guardianship  and  education  ot 
such  child,  and  shall  have  and  be  entrusted  with  all  the 
legal  powers  of  a  guardian  over  it;  provided,  that  said

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont: 

Sec.  1.  Francis  Leclair,  Harvey  V:  Horton,  Orville 
Sinclair,  Bernard  J.  Heineberg,  Peter  Leclair,  William  C. 
Whiteman  and  Albert  0.  Hood,  and  all  other  persons  who 
may  hereafter  become  members  of  said  company  in  the 
manner  herein  prescribed,  be  and  hereby  are  incorporated 
and  made  a  body  politic  by  the  name  of  the  People's 
Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
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suring  any  description  of  property,  real  or  personal, 
against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  whether  the  same  shall 
happen  by  accident,  lightning,  or  by  any  other  means, 
excepting  that  of  design  in  the  insured,  or  by  the  inva- 
sion of  an  enemy,  or  insurrection  of  the  citizens  of  this 
or  any  of  the  United  States,  and  also  to  insure  against  loss 
or  damage  by  lightning ;  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  appear,  prosecute  and  defend,  in  any  court  of 
record,  or  other  place  whatever;  may  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  may  purchase  and  hold  such  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  objects  -of 
their  association,  and  the  same  may  sell  and  convey  at 
pleasure :  may  make,  establish  and  put  in  execution  such 
by-laws,  ordinances  and  resolutions,  not  being  contrary  to 
the  laws  of  this  state,  as  may  seem  necessary  or  conven- 
ient for  their  regulation  and  government,  and  for  the 
management  of  their  affairs ;  and  do  and  execute  all  such 
acts  and  things  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  full 
effect  the  purposes  intended  by  this  grant. 

Sec.  2.  All  and  every  person  and  persons,  who  shall 
at  any  time  become  interested  in  said  company  by  insur- 
ing therein,  and  also  their  respective  heirs,  executors  and 
administrators  and  assigns,  continuing  to  be  insured 
therein,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  members  thereof,  for  and  during  the  terms 
specified  in  their  respective  policies,  and  no  longer ;  and 
shall  at  all  times  bo  concluded  and  bound  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  Francis  Leclair,  Harvey  V.  Horton,  Orville 
Sinclair,* Bernard  J.  Heineberg,  Peter  Leclair,  William  C. 
Whiteman  and  Albert  0.  Hood  shall  be  the  first  directors 
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of  said  corporation,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one 
year  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  until  others  shall 
be  chosen  in  their  stead ;  which  board  of  directors  shall 
thereafter  be  elected  in  each  year,  at  an  annual  meeting 
to  be  held  at  the  city  of  Burlington,  in  the  state  of  Ver- 
mont, at  such  time  as  the  corporation  in  their  by-laws 
shall  direct,  of  which  election  public  notice  shall  be  given 
in  at  least  one  of  the  newspapers  printed  at  said  Burling- 
ton, thirty  days  immediately  preceding  such  election;

Every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  of 
said  company,  by  effecting  insurance  therein,  shall,  before 
he  receives  his  policy,  pay  such  sum  of  money  and  deposit 
his  promissory  note  for  such  further  sum  of  money  as 
shall  be  determined  by  the  directors  ;  and  said  deposit 
note  shBll  be  payable,  in  part  or  the  whole,  at  any  time 
when  the  directors  shall  deem  the  same  requisite  for  the 
payment  of  losses  or  other  expenses.  And  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  insurance,  the  said  note,  or  such  part 
of  the  same  as  shall  remain  unpaid,  after  deducting  all 
losses  and  expenses  duriug  said  term,  shall  be  relinquished 
and  given  up  to  the  maker  thereof ;  provided,  neverthe-

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deposit  notes,  upon  the  payment  of  his,  her  or  their  pro-

Every  member  of  said  company  shall  be  and 
hereby  is  bound  and  obliged  to  pay  his  proportion  of  all 
losses  and  expenses  happening  or  accruing  in  and  to  said 
campany  ;  and  all  buildings  insured  by  and  with  said  com- 
pany, together  with  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the

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thereof  in  writing  to  the  directors,  or  some  one  of  them, 
or  to  the  secretary  of  said  company,  within  thirty  days 
from  the  time  such  damage  or  loss  may  have  happened ; 
and  the  directors,  upon  a  view  of  the  same,  or  in  such 
other  way  as  they  may  deem  proppr,  shall  ascertain  and

refuse  to  pay  the  sum  assessed  upon  him,  her  or  them,  or 
his,  her  or  their  proportion  of  any  loss  as  aforesaid,  in  such 
case  the  directors  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  whole 
amount  of  his,  her  or  their  deposit  note  or  notes,  with  cost 
oi  suit,  and  the  money  thus  collected  shall  remain  in  the 
treasury  of  said  company,  subject  to  the  payment  of  such 
losses  as  may  have  accrued,  or  may  thereafter  accrue  ; 
and  the  balance,  if  any  remain,  shall  be  returned  to  the 
party  from  whom  it  was  collected,  on  demand,  after  the 
expiration  of  the  term  for  which  insurance  was  made. 

Sec.  10.  If  it  shall  ever  happen  that  the  whole  amount 
of  deposit  notes  shall  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  losses  oc- 
casioned by  fire  or  lightning,  in  such  case  the  sufferers  in- 
sured by  said  company  shall  receive,  towards  making  good 
their  respective  losses,  a  proportionate  dividend  of  the 
whole  amount  of  said  notes,  according  to  the  sums  by 
tbem  insured.  Any  member  upon  the  payment  of  the 
whole  of  his  assessments  on  his  deposit  notes,  and  sur- 
rendering his  policy  before  any  subsequent  loss  or  expense 
has  accrued,  may  be  discharged  from  said  company  j  but 
no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  surrender  his  policy  after  ho 
shall  have  sustained  a  total  loss  of  the  property  insured  in 
such  policy,  except  in  cases  where  the  by-laws  of  the 
company  may  authorize  such  surrender. 

Sec.  11.    The  said  company  may  make  insurance  for 
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any  term  not  exceeding  ten  years ;  and  any  policy  of  in- 
surance issued  by  said  company,  signed  by  the  president 
and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  shall  be  deemed  valid 
and  binding  on  said  company  in  all  cases  when  the  assured 
has  a  title  in  fee-simple,  unencumbered,  to  the  building  or 
buildings  insured,  and  to  the  land  covered  by  the  same  ; 
but  if  the  insured  have  less  estate  therein,  or  if  the  prem- 
ises bo  encumbered,  the  policy  shall  be  void,  unless  the 
true  title  of  the  assured,  and  the  encumbrances  on  the 
premises,  be  expressed  therein  and  in  the  application 
therefor. 

Sec.  12.    The  directors  shall  settle  all  losses  within 
three  months  after  they  have  been  notified  thereof ;  and 
when  said  losses  shall  have  been  ascertained  and  adjusted 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  any  year,  they  shall 
be  paid  by  said  company  on  the  first  day  of  December 
then  next  following ;  and  all  losses,  which  shall  be  ascer- 
tained and  adjusted  between  the  first  day  of  August  and 
the  first  day  of  December  in  a uy  year,  shall  bo  paid  by 
said  company  on  the  first  day  of  November  next  following 
the  first  day  of  December.    And  the  assured  shall  be  en- 
titled to  an  order  for  the  amount  of  such  loss,  drawn  by 
the  secretary  and  accepted  by  the  treasurer  of  said  com- 
pany, on  interest  after  three  months  from  notice  of  loss  ; 
but  in  estimating  damage  and  adjusting  losses,  no  allow- 
ance 6hallbe  made  for  any  gilding,  historical  or  landscape 
painting,  sketch  or  carved  work. 

Sec.  13.  If  any  alteration  should  bo  made  in  any  house 
or  building  by  the  proprietor  thereof,  after  insurance  has 
been  made  thereon  with  said  company,  whereby  it  may  be 
exposed  to  greater  risk  or  hazard  from  fire  than  it  was  at 
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the  time  it  was  insured,  the  insurance  made  upou  such 
house  or  building  shall  be  void  unless  an  additional  pre- 
mium and  deposit,  after  such  alteration,  be  settled  with  and 
paid  to  the  directors  ;  but  no  alteration  or  repairs  in  build- 
ings, not  increasing  such  risk  or  hazard,  shall  in  any  wise 
affect  insurance  previously  made  thereon. 

Sec.  14.  In  case  any  building  or  buildings,  situated 
upon  lease  lands,  and  insured  by  said  company,  be  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  the  directors  may  retain  the  amount  of 
the  premium  note  given  for  insurance  thereof  until  the 
time  for  which  insurance  was  made  shall  have  expired  ; 
and  at  the  expiration  thereof  the  assured  shall  have  the 
right  to  demand  and  receive  such  part  of  said  retained 
sum  or  sums  as  has  not  been  expended  in  losses  and  as- 
sessments. 

Sec.  15.  Each  and  every  one  of  the  directors  of  said 
company  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  give  bonds  to  the  treasurer  of  this  state  in  the  sum

If  insurance  on  any  house  or  building  shall  bo 
and  subsist  in  said  company,  and  in  any  other  office,  or 
from  and  by  any  other  person  or  persons,  at  the  same 
time,  the  insurance  made  in  and  by  said  company  shall  be 
deemed  and  become  void,  unless  such  double  insurance 
subsist  with  the  consent  of  the  directors. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  shall  be  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  legislature  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  as  the 
public  good  and  interests  of  the  company  may  require,  and 
shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  any  general  laws  relating 
to  fire  insurance  companies.

Sec.  21.  Any  sheriff  or  other  officer,  within  his  juris- 
diction, may  serve  or  execute  any  writ  or  other  process 
to  him  directed,  in  which  said  company  is  a  party,  not- 
withstanding such  officer  shall  be  a  member  of  said  com-

pany  by  being  insured  therein,  any  law  or  usage  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  22.  No  policies  shall  be  issued  until  application 
for  insurance  shall  have  been  made  to  the  amount  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars. 
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Sec.  23.  This  corporation  shall  be  located  in  the  city 
of  Burlington.

Slade,  Jr.,  James  A.  Shedd,  E.  Henry  Powell,  E.  P.  Colton, 
Samuel  Wells,  N.  P.  Bowman,  J.  C.  Parker,  E.  P.  Mudgett 
and  James  W.  Brock  shall  be  the  first  directors  of  said 
corporation,  and  shall  continue  in  office,  as  shall  their  suc- 
cessors, for  one  year,  and  until  others  be  chosen  in  their 
stead  ;  which  board  of  directors  shall  thereafter  be  elected 
in  each  year,  at  an  annual  meeting  to  be  held  at  Montpelier, 
in  the  state  t>f  Vermont,  at  such  time  as  the  corporation  in 
their  by-laws  shall  direct ;  of  which  election  public  notice 
shall  be  given  in  at  least  one  of  the  newspapers  printed

pany, shall  each  have  the  right,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of

terms,  and  subject  to  such  restrictions,  as  shall  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  by  the  companies  so  consolidating ;  and  the 
several  railroad  companies  so  consolidating  may  each  have 
the  right,  by  vote  of  its  stockholders  as  aforesaid,  mutually 
to  agree  upon  and  adopt  a  name  for  such  consolidated  line  ;

To  receive  upon  deposit  for  safe  keeping, 
stocks,  bonds  and  other  securities  ;  also  plate,  jewelry  and 
other  valuable  property,  and  to  act  as  agent  for  the 
purpose  of  issuing,  registering  or  countersigning  the  cer- 
tificates of  stock,  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  of  any  corpo- 
ration, association,  municipality,  state,  or  public  authority, 
and  for  collection  of  interest  or  dividends  on  the  same,  on 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

Fifth.  To  accept  from  and  execute  trusts  for  married 
women  in  respect  to  their  separate  property,  whether  real 
or  personal,  and  act  as  agent  for  them  in  the  management 
of  such  property. 

Sixth.  To  accept  deposits  where  public  officers  or  mu- 
nicipal or  private  corporations  are  authorized  or  required 
by  law  to  deposit  moneys  in  banks ;  and  such  deposits 
may  be  made  by  such  officers  or  corporations  with  the 
said  Bellows  Savings  Institution  and  Trust  Company. 

Sec.  4.  No  bond  or  other  collateral  security  shall  be 
required  from  the  said  corporation  when  appoiuted  guar- 
dian, receiver  or  depositary,  but  all  investments  of  such 
character  shall  be  at  the  sole  risk  of  the  said  corporation ; 
and  for  all  losses  of  such  moneys,  or  of  any  moneys  or

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officers  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  manage  and  con- 
trol the  affairs  and  concerns  of  said  association. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
legislature  to  alter  or  amend  as  the  association  and  the 
public  good  shall  require. 

Sec.  5.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont: 

Sec.  1.  All  that  part  of  Barton,  in  the  county  of  Or- 
leans, enclosed  within  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit : 
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Beginning  on  Crystal  Lake,  at  the  south-east  corner 
of  land  belonging  to  the  estate  of  William  P.  May,  late  of 
Barton,  deceased,  and  running  northerly  on  the  east  line 
of  Baid  land  to  land  owned  by  T.  C.  Cobb,  thence 
north-easterly  on  the   line  of  said  Cobb's  land  to  land 

owned  by  Judkins,  thence  on  the  line  of  said  land  to 

land  owned  by  Edward  Barnard,  thence  on  northerly  side 
of  said  Barnard's  land  to  land  owned  by  William  W.  Grout, 
thence  on  northerly  linj  of  said  Grout's  land  to  land  owned 
by  John  G.  Hall  and  J.  X.  Hall,  to  Lind  owned  by  Gry  L\ 
Rowell,  thence  on  the  northerly  lino  of  said  Howell's  land 
to  land  owned  by  S.  R.  Corey,  thence  on  the  northerly  and 
westerly  line  of  said  Corey's  land,  so  as  to  include  land 
owned  by  Merrick  Mansfield,  to  land  owned  by  John  Bean, 
thence   on  northerly  and  westerly  line  of  said  Bean's 
land  to  land  owned  by  Hiram  Baxter,  thence  on  westerly 
line  of  said  Baxter's  land  to  land  owned  by  Cyrus  Eaton, 
thence  on  said  Eaton's  westerly  line  to  land  owned  by  W. 
H.  Martin,  thence  on  westerly  line  of  said  Martin's  land 
to  Roaring  Brook  Park,  thence  on  westerly  line  of  said 
Park  across  the  West  Glover  road  to  land  owned  by 
William  0.  Brown,  thence  along  the  westerly,  southerly 
and  easterly  lines  of  said  Brown's  land  to  the  south-east  cor- 
ner of  land  owned  by  Horatio  Nye,  thence  in  a  straight 
line  to  the  nearest  point  of  land  owned  by  Reuben  Dewey, 
thence  along  the  southerly  and  easterly  lines  of  said 
Dewey's  land  to  the  cemetery,  thence  along  the  westerly 
and  southerly  lines  of  the  cemetery,  and  across  the  high- 
way, to  a  point  on  the  easterly  boundary  of  said  highway 
in  a  right  line  with  the  south  line  of  said  cemetery,  and 
from  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  the  place  of  beginning, — 
all  surface  measure, — shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the 
name  of  the  village  of  Barton ;  and  by  that  name  may  have 
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perpetual  succession,  and  bo  capable  of  6uing  and  being 
sued,  may  prosecute  and  defend  in  any  court,  may  havo 
a  common  seal,  and  tho  samo  alter  at  pleasure,  and  skill 
bo  cap  iblo  cf  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  real  and 
personal  estate  for  tho  use  of  said  villago ;  and  may,  at 
any  annual  or  special  meeting  warned  for  that  purpose,  as 
herein  provided, lay  a  tax  upon  the  polls  of  tho  inhabit- 
ants, and  tho  ratable  estate  within  tho  samo,  whether  res- 
idents or  non-residents,  for  any  cf  tho  purposes  herein 
mentioned,  and  tho  trustees  shall  mako  out  a  rate-bill  ac- 
cordingly and  deliver  tho  samo  to  tho  collector,  who  shall 
have  tho  samo  power  to  collect  such  tax  as  the  collector 
of  town  taxes,  and  may  in  liko  manner  levy  on  and  sell 
property  to  satisfy  tho  same,  and  for  want  thereof  may 
commit  any  person  to  jail  against  whom  ho  has  such  a  tax. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  shall  bavo  power  to  mako  such 
prudential  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall 
from  timo  to  time  deem  proper;  to  alter,  repeal  or  amend 
tho  same;  such  in  particular  as  relate  to  their  streets, 
sidewalks,  alleys,  public  highways,  commons  and  parks, 
tho  cleaning,  rep  tiring,  improving  tho  same  ;  such  as  relato 
to  fclaughtcr-houscs  and  nuisances  generally;  such  as 
relate  to  a  watch,  and  tho  lighting  of  tho  streets  of  said 
village,  tho  restraining  of  any  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  swine, 
or  geese,  from  running  at  largo  in  said  villago  ;  to  establish 
and  regulate  a  market ;  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly 
aud  gaming  houses,  and  all  descriptions  of  gaming,  and 
for  the  destruction  of  all  instruments  and  devicos  used 
for  that  purpose  ;  to  compel  tho  owner  or  occupant  of  any 
unwholesome,  noisome,  or  offensive  houso  or  placo  to 
remove  or  cleanso  tho  samo  from  timo  to  time,  as  may  bo 
necessary  for  tho  health  or  comfort  of  tho  inhabitants  of 
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said  village  ;  to  regulate  the  manufacture  and  keeping  of 
gunpowder,  allies,  and  all  other  combustible  or  dangerous 
materials:  to  prevent  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the 
streets,  and  cruelty  to  animals;  to  regulate  the  erection 
of  buildings,  and  prevent  encumbering  the  streets,  side- 
walks and  public  alleys  with  firewood,  lumber,  carriages, 
boxes,  or  other  things,  and  provide  for  the  care,  preserva-  . 
tion  and  improvement  of  public  grounds ;  to  provide  a 
supply  of  waterier  the  protection  of  the  village  against 
fire,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of  the 
same ;  to  compel  all  parsons  to  remove  from  the  sidewalks 
and  gutters  adjacent  to  the  premises  owned  or  occupied 
by  them,  all  snow,  ice,  dirt,  and  garbage,  and  to  keep 
such  sidewalks  and  gutters  clean;  to  license  inn-keepers* 
keepers  of  sxloons  or  victualing  houses,  and  auctioneers^ 
under  such  regulations  and  for  such  sums  of  money  as  the 
trustees  may  prescribe  ;  to  regulate  or  restrain  the  use  of 
rockets,  squibs,  fire-crackers,  or  other  fire-works,  in  the 
streets  or  commons,  and  to  prevent  the  practicing  therein  of 
any  amusements  having  a  tendency  to  injure  or  annoy  per-  * 
sons  passing  thereon,  or  endangor  the  security  of  property  ; 
to  regulate  the  making  of  alterations  and  repairs  of  stove- 
pipes, fire-places  and  other  things  from  which  damago  by 
fire  may  be  apprehended ;  and  also  to  regulate  the  use  of 
buildings  in  crowded  localities  for  hazardous  purposes;  to 
provid*  for  the  preservation  of  buildings  from  fires  by 
precautionary  measures  and  inspections,  and  to  establish  ' 
and  regulate  a  fire-department  and  fire-companies,  and 
other  matters  deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  regulation 
of  the  affairs  of  said  village  ;  provided,  that  no  such  by- 
laws shall  be  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  or  Jaws  of 
the  state  or  the  United  States.    And  said  corporation 

shall  have  power  to  impose  such  reasonable  fine,  penalty 
20 
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or  forfeiture  for  the  breach  of  any  by-laws  by  them  estab- 
lished, as  they  may  judge  reasonable,  which  may  be  pros- 
ecuted for  and  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  before  any 
court  proper  to  try  the  same,  in  which  action  it  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  to  declare  generally,  setting  forth  the 
particular  by-law  for  a  breach  of  which  said  suit  is  brought; 
and  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  so  recovered  shall 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  village,  to  be  expended 
for  the  benefit  and  improvement  of  the  village,  as  may 
seem  best  to  the  board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  who  resides  within  the  limits  of 
said  village,  and  is  a  legal  voter  in  town  meeting  in  the 
town  of  Harlon,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  any  village 
meeting. 

Sec.  4.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  *aid  village,  the 
qualified  electors  of  said  village  shall,  by  ballot  if  called 
for,  elect  from  among  their  number  a  moderator,  a  clerk,  a 
treasurer,  a]  collector  of  taxes,  five  trustees,  three  fire- 
wardens,  and  an  attorney. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  moderator  to  pre- 
side at  all  the  meetings  of  said  village,  and  he  shall  have 
the  same  power  as  a  moderator  of  town  meetiugs. 

Sec.  G.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  fair 
and  accurate  records  of  all  the  proceedings  of  said  corpo- 
ration, and  he  shall  give  copies  of  the  same  v;  hen  re- 
quired, with  power  to  certify  to  the  same.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  warn  special  meetings  of  said  corporation,  agree- 
ably to  the]direction  of  the  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
and  all  annual  meetings,  by  posting  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  meetings  in  at  least  three  public  places  in 
said  village,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  time  of  meet- 
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iug,  togither  with  a  statement  of  the  business  to  be  trans- 
acted. Any  meeting  uf  said  corporation  may  be  adjourned, 
and  any  business  may  be  transacted  at  such  adjourned 
meeting,  which  might,  under  the  warning,  have  been  trans- 
acted at  the  original  meeting,  as  well  as  any  other  busi- 
ness, notice  of  which  shall  be  given  at  such  original  meet- 
ing before  the  adjournment  of  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  The  treasurer  and  collector  shall  perform  for 
said  corporation  the  same  duties  required  by  law  respec- 
tively of  a  town  treasurer  and  a  collector  of  town  taxes, 
and  shall  have  the  same  powers,  shall  proceed  in  the  same 
manner,  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities,  and  give  like 
bonds  to  said  corporation  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  respective  duties. 

Sec.  8.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  general  care  and 
management  of  the  prudential  interests  of  said  village  ; 
ahall  make  out  all  taxes,  and  direct  the  expenditures  of 
all  moneys  belonging  to  said  village,  and  shall  draw  all 
orders  upon  the  treasurer,  and  generally  shall  perform  all 
duties  legally  enjoined  upon  them  by  said  corporation  ; 
and  aU  powers  vested  in  said  trustees  may  be  performed 
by  a  majority  of  them.  The  trustees,  in  case  of  the 
death,  removal  or  disability  of  any  of  the  officers  men- 
tioned in  this  act,  may  perform  their  respective  duties 
until  others  are  elected. 

Sec.  9.  All  the  territory  embraced  within  the  limits  of 
said  village  is  hereby  constituted  a  highway  district  of 
the  town  of  Barton,  and  all  the  highway  taxes  assessed 
upon  the  polls  and  ratable  estate  therein  shall  be  p  iid  in 
money;  aud  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Barton  shall 
mike  out  a  tax-bill  therefor,  and  deliver  the  same  season- 
ably, as  require i  by  law,  with  a  warrant  for  its  collection, 
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to  the  collector  of  said  village,  who  shall  collect  the  same 
as  other  taxes  of  said  village  are  collected,  and  pay  three 
fourths  of  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  village, 
and  the  remaining  one  fourth  of  said  tax  to  the  town 
treasurer ;  which  money  shall  be  drawn  from  said  village 
treasury  by  the  trustees,  and  shall  be  expended  by  them 
in  building,  constructing,  sustaining,  and  repairing  the 
streets,  highways,  walks,  alleys  and  lanes  of  said  village  ; 
and  no  surveyors  of  highways  for  said  highway  district 
shall  be  required  or  chosen  by  said  town. 

Sec.  10.  The  trustees  of  said  village  may  lay  out,  alter, 
maintain  and  discontinue  any  street,  road,  lane,  alley,  or 
walk  in  said  village,  and  appraise  and  settle  the  damages 
therefor,  causing  their  proceedings  to  be  recorded  in  the 
town  clerk's  office  in  said  town  ;  provided,  that  any  person 
aggrieved  by  their  proceedings  shall  have  the  like  oppor- 
tunity for  applying  to  the  county  court  for  the  county  of 
Orleans,  to  obtain  redress,  as  is  or  may  be  allowed  by  law 
to  those  aggrieved  with  the  proceedings  of  selectmen  in 
similar  cases.  Said  trustees  in  making,  altering,  or  re- 
pairing sidewalks,  shall  have  power,  subject  to  the  ordi- 
nances and  by-laws  of  said  village,  on  giving  twelve  days 
notice  to  the  parties  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  to 
assess  the  owners  of  lands  adjoining  such  sidewalk  as  the 
said  trustees  shall  judge  such  lands  to  be  benefited 
thereby ;  and  when  they  shall  have  made  any  such  assess- 
ment, they  shall  make  a  report  thereof,  setting  forth  their 
doings  in  that  respect;  which  report  they  shall  cause  to 
be  recorded  in  the  town  clerk's  office  in  said  Barton, 
and  when  so  recorded,  the  amount  so  assessed  shall  be 
and  remain  a  lien,  in  the  nature  of  the  tax,  upon  the  lands 
bo  assessed,  until  the  same  shall  be  paid.    From  such 
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assessment  there  shall  be  the  same  right  of  appeal  to  the 
county  court,  and  the  same  proceedings  in  respect  to  such 
appeal  as  is  before  provided  in  this  section,  and  the  final 
decision  of  the  county  court  in  the  matter  of  such  appeal 
shall,  when  the  record  thereof  is  duly  recorded  as  afore- 
said, be  a  lien  upon  the  lands  so  assessed  as  above  men- 
tioned ;  but  such  appeal  shall  not  delay  the  making, 
altering,  or  repairing  such  sidewalk  ;  and  if  the  owner  of 
such  lands  shall  neglect,  for  the  space  of  six  months  after 
the  final  decision  of  said  trustees,  or  in  case  of  appeal  to 
the  county  court,  to  pay  to  the  village  treasurer  the 
amount  of  said  assessment,  the  trustees  shall  issue  their 
warrant  for  the  collection  of  the  same,  directed  to  the 
village  collector  of  taxes,  who  shall  have  authority  to  sell 
at  public  auction  so  much  of  said  land  as  will  satisfy  said 
assessment  and  all  legal  fees,  and  who  shall  proceed  in 
the  same  manner  as  collectors  of  town  taxes  are  required 
by  law  to  proceed  in  selling  real  estate  at  auction  for  the 
collection  of  town  taxes. 

Sec.  11.  The  ttustecs  of  said  village  shall  have  the 
sole  power  of  granting  licenses  and  vacating  the  same, 
within  the  limits  of  said  village,  agreeably  to  the  by-laws, 
rules  and  ordinances  thereof  that  the  selectmen  have  by 
chapter  ninety-five,  and  by  section  twenty-two  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  uineteen  of  the  general  statutes;  and  all 
moneys  received  fur  such  licenses  shall  belong  to  the 
village  treasury,  and  be  paid  into  the  same. 

Sec.  12.    The  fire  wardens  of  said  village  shall  bo  pres- 
ent at  all  fires,  having  some  distinguishing  badge,  fixed 
upon  by  the  corporation  ;  and  said  wardens,  in  time  of  fire, 
are  hereby  empowered  to  demand  reasonable  assistance 
r  ora  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  or  any  of  them,  and 
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all  persons  who  may  be  present  at  such  times  are  hereby- 
required  to  assist  in  extinguishing  and  preventing  the 
spreading  of  such  fire,  and  to  remove  goods  and  effects  out 
of  any  house  or  other  building  endangered  by  such  fire; 
and  the  majority  of  said  fire  wardens  present  at  any  fire  are 
hereby  further  empowered  to  cause  to  be  pulled  down  or  re- 
moved such  buildings  as  they  may  think  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  the  progress  or  spreading  of  said 
fire,  and  for  that  purpose  may  command  the  assistance  of 
any  person  in  said  village  ;  they  are  also  empowered,  by 
force  if  necessary,  to  suppress  any  tumults  and  disorders 
at  said  fire,  and  all  persons  present  are  required  to  yield 
strict  obedience  to  said  wardens  and  all  orders  given  by 
them ;  and  if  any  person  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey 
the  orders  of  said  fire  wardens  or  either  of  them,  in  time 
of  fire  in  said  village,  in  any  manner  authorized  in  this 
act,  such  offender  shall,  upon  conviction  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  with  costs  of  prosecution,  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  corporation. 

Sec.  13.  The  trustees  of  said  village  may  organize  one 
fire  and  hook  and  Lidder  company  in  said  village,  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  fires,  and  at  the  expense  of  said 
village  may  purchase  a  fire  engine  and  other  necessary 
implements;  provided,  the  corporation  shall  so  direct  by 
vote  at  a  meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  14.  The  trustees  may  make  a  grand  list  for  said 
village  at  any  time  prior  to  voting  a  tax,  on  the  following 
basis  :  the  town  grand  list  of  Barton,  comprised  within  the 
limits  of  said  village,  shall  constitute  such  grand  list,  and 
the  trustees  shall  4->duct  therefrom  ail  real  estate  lying 
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and  being  without  the  limits  of  Raid  village,  as  near  as  may 
be,  and  such  list  when  completed  shall  be  final  and  conclu- 
sive upon  all  concerned. 

Sec.  15.  No  member  of  said  village  shall  be  deemed 
thereby  incompetent  to  act  as  judge,  justice  of  the  peace , 
juror,  sheriff,  or  constable  in  any  cause  or  proceeding  in. 
which  said  corporation  shall  be  interested. 

Sec.  16.  The  annual  meeting  of  said  corporation,  for 
the  choice  of  officers,  and  for  the  transaction  of  any  busi- 
ness specified  in  the  warning  of  said  meeting,  shall  be 
holden  in  the  village  of  Barton,  on  the  first  Monday  of  Jan- 
uary, each  year.  The  first  meeting  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  warned  by  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  within 
said  village,  by  posting  notices  of  said  meeting,  as  herein- 
before provided  for  the  calling  of  like  meetings  by  the 
clerk. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage, 
and  shall  at  all  times  be  under  the  control  of  the  legislature 
of  this  state  to  alter  or  repeal. 

Sec.  18.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  legal  voters  of  said 
village  of  Barton,  to  be  holden  as  provided  in  section  six- 
teen of  this  act,  the  justices  warning  said  meeting  shall 
insert  in  such  warning  an  article  as  follows  :  "  To  see  it 
the  legal  voters  of  the  village  of  Barton  will  accept  and 
approve  of  the  act  of  incorporation  of  said  village."  And 
if  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  present  at  such  meeting 
are  in  favor  thereof,  then  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force,

10.  To  take  effect. 
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It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont: 

Sec.  I.  Section  six  of  *%\d  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows  : 

The  city  clerk  shall  perform  for  the  city  the  same  duties 
devolving  by  law  upon  town  clerks,  except  so  far  as  the 
same  are  rendered  unnecessary  by  this  charter,  and  shall 
receive  the  same  fees  therefor.  He  shall  be  clerk  of  the 
city  council  and  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  lie  shall  be 
sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  his 
records,  copies  and  certificates  shall  be  legal  evidence  iu 
all  courts,  and  for  all  purposes,  as  those  of  town  clerks  are. 
He  shall  have  the  exclusive  charge  aud  custody  of  the  rec- 
ords and  papers  of  the  city,  which  shall  not  be  taken  out 
of  or  away  from  his  uffi;*,  unless  upon  the  order  or  pro- 
cess of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  2.  Section  eight  of  siid  act  is  harebr  amended 
by  adding  after  the  word  u  city,"  in  the  thirteenth  line  of 
said  section,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

All  police  officers  shall  have  authority  to  servo  anywhere 
within  the  state  and  return  process  in  criminal  causes  re- 
turnable within  the  city  :  and  for  such  duties  there  shall 
be  taxed  and  allowed  the  fees  provided  by  law  for  a  sheriff, 
for  similar  services,  which  fees  shall  belong  to  the  city, 
and  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury  whenever  such  police- 
man shall  be  under  pay  from  the  city. 

Sec.  3.  Section  nine  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

The  superintendent  of  streets,  subject  to  the  orders 
and  ordinances  of  the  city  council,  shall  have  the  imrae* 
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diate  care  and  supervision  of  the  streets  and  public  sewers 
of  the  city,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  same 
are  properly  constructed  and  kept  in  suitable  and  suffi- 
cient repair,  and  in  the  performance  of  such  duties,  shall 
have  all  the  power  and  authority  conferred  by  law  upon 
highway  surveyors  and  street  commissioners  of  towns. 
He  shall  be  under  the  general  direction  and  control  of  the 
standing  committee  of  the  board  of  aldermen  on  streets 
and  highways,  which  said  standing  committee  shall  con- 
sist of  three  members  of  such  board,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  board  of  aldermen  annually  in  the  month  of  April,  and 
who  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from 
the  first  Monday  in  April,  and  until  their  successors  shall 
be  chosen  and  qualified ;  and  said  members  of  such  stand- 
ing committee  shall  constitute  the  board  of  street  com- 
missioners, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  street 
commissioners  to  see  that  all  streets  and  highways,  laid 
out  and  established  in  said  city,  are  properly  constructed, 
and  when  in  their  judgment  the  public  good  requires 
shall  cause  such  streets  and  highways  to  be  worked  and 
graded  the  entire  width  thereof,  and  made  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  they  shall  judge  will  best  accommodate  the  public. 
Said  board  shall  at  all  times  bo  subject  to  the  ordinances 
and  orders  of  the  city  council.  The  street  commissioners, 
so  appointed,  shall  have  the  same  power  to  lay  out,  alter 

• 

and  discontinue  streets  and  highways  as  is  vested  by  law 
'  in  selectmen  of  towns ;  and  all  proceedings  in  respect  to 
laying  out,  altering  or  discontinuing  highways  in  said 
city,  shall  be  had  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  by 
law  in  respect  to  such  matters  in  towns,  except  that  the 
street  commissioners  shall,  in  said  city,  act  in  the  place  of 
selectmen ;  and  from  all  their  acts,  or  omissions,  or  refusals 
to  act  in  such  respect,  appeals  may  be  taken  to  the  county 
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court  in  the  same  manner,  and  conducted  with  the  same 
proceedings,  as  is  provided  by  law  for  appeals  from  the 
decision  of  selectmen  in  such  matters,  except  that  in  the 
appointmont  of  commissioners  by  the  county  court  in 
connection  with  any  appeal  to  said  court  from  any  decision 
of  the  street  commissioners,  made  under  the  authority  of 
this  act,  no  person  shall  be  disqualified  for  appointment 
by  said  court  as  commissioner,  by  the  fact  that  he  is  a  resi- 
dent or  tax  payer  in  said  city. 

Said  street  commissioners,  in  laying  out  or  altering 
highways,  shall  have  power,  sulject  to  the  ordinances 
and  by-laws  of  the  city  council,  on  giving  twelve  days 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  to  the  parties  in- 
terested, in  the  manner  provided  by  section  ninety-three  of 
chapter  twenty-four  of  the  general  statutes,  to  assess  the 
owners  of  lands  adjoining  such  highway,  so  much  of  the 
expenses  of  opening,  milking  or  altering  such  highway, 
including  land  damages,  as  the  said  commissioners  shall 
judgo  such  lands  will  bo  benefited  thereby  ;  and  if  tho 
highway  has  not  been,  at  the  time  of  making  such  assess- 
ment, actually  opened,  made  or  altered,  as  the  case  may 
be,  the  said  commissioners  shall  estimate  the  probable  ex- 
pense of  such  opening,  making  or  altering  of  the  same, 
and  make  the  aforesaid  assessment  upon  such  estimate. 
In  case  of  assessment,  the  commissioners  shall  embrace  in 
the  statement  of  their  decision  in  regard  to  tho  laying  out 
or  altering  of  tho  highway,  a  full  statement  of  all  assess- 
ments made  by  them,  especially  describing  the  lands 
f  so  assessed,  and  such  statement  they  shall  cause  to  be  re- 
corded in  full  by  tho  city  clerk,  in  tho  city  clerk's  office  ; 
and  when  so  recorded,  the  amount  so  assessed  shall  be 
•  and  remain  a  lien,  in  the  nature  of  a  tax,  upon  the  lands 
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assessed,  until  the  same  shall  be  paid,  except  in  cases  of 
appeal  from  such  assessment,  or  of  appeal  under  section 
forty-one  of  chapter  twenty-four  of  the  general  statutes. 
From  such  assessment  there  shall  be  the  same  right  of  ap- 
peal to  the  county  court,  aud  the  same  proceedings  in 
respect  to  such  appeal,  as  is  before  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion ;  and  the  finai  decision  of  the  county  court  in  the 
matter  of  such  appeal  shall,  when  the  record  thereof  is 
duly  recorded  in  the  city  clerk's  office,  as  aforesaid,  be  a 
lien  upon  the  lands  so  assessed  as  aforesaid.  But  such 
an  appeal  from  such  assessment,  or  an  appeal  from  the  al- 
lowance of  land  damages,  shall  not  delay  the  opening, 
making  or  altering  of  such  highway  ;  and  if  the  owners 
of  such  land,  so  assessed,  shall  neglect  for  sixty  days  after 
the  recording  of  the  final  decision  of  the  said  street  com- 
missioners, as  aforesaid,  in  case  there  shall  be  no  appeal 
from  such  decision;  and  in  case  of  appeal  to  the  county 
court  within  sixty  days  after  the  recording  of  the  final 
decision  of  said  court,  as  aforesaid,  to  pay  to  the  city 
treasurer  the  amount  of  said  assessment,  the  city  treas- 
urer shall  issue  his  warrant  to  the  constable  of  the  city 
for  the  collection  thereof;  and  such  constable  shall  have 
authority  to  sell  at  public  auction  so  much  of  said  land 
as  will  satisfy  said  assessmant  and  all  legd  fees;  and  he 
shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  collectors  of  town 
taxe-j  are  required  by  law  to  proceed  in  selling  real  estate 
at  auction  for  the  collection  of  town  taxes.    In  all  cases  of 

■ 

appeal  under  section  forty-one  of  chapter  twenty-four  of 
the  general  statutes,  the  question  of  assessment  upon  the 
owners  of  adjoining  lands  shall  also  pass  to  the  county 
court,  and  shall  be  referred  to  and  be  reported  upon  by 
the  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  such  court,  and  shall 
be  adjudicated  by  said  court. 
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The  street  commissioners  are  authorized,  subject  to  the 
orders  and  ordinances  of  the  city  council,  to  establish,  con- 
struct  and  maintain  public  sewers  in  the  city,  and  they 
may  assess  the  owners  of  lands  or  buildings  adjoining  the 
streets  through  which  such  sewers  may  be  established  op- 
posite such  lands  or  buildings,  so  much  of  the  expenses  of 
constructing  such  sewers,  as  the  said  commissioners  shall 
judge  such  lands  or  buildings  to  bj  benefited  thereby,  and 
the  street  commissioners  are  also  authorized  and  empower- 
ed to  establish,  construct  and  maintain  public  sewers,  in 
And  through  the  lands  of  individuals  and  corporations,  on 
making  compensation  for  lands  taken  therefor,  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  prescribed  by  law  in  the  laying  out  and  es- 
tablishing of  highways.  And  they  may  assess  the  owners 
of  lands  through  which  suchsewers  may  be  established  and 
constructed,  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent, 
as  is  hereinbefore  provided  in  respect  to  public  sewers,  es- 
tablished and  constructed  in  the  streets  of  the  city  ;  and 
the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had,  and  the  same  rights  of 
appeal  shall  exist,  as  in  the  case  of  the  laying  out  and  es- 
tablishing of  highways,  and  the  same  lien  shall  attach, 
and  be  enforced  in  the  same  manner  in  respect  to  such 
assessments  as  is  in  this  act  provided  in  respect  to  assess- 
ments by  the  street  commissioners  upon  adjoining  land 
owners  in  case  of  laying  out  or  making  highways. 

Whenever  a  petition  in  writing  shall  be  presented  to 
the  board  of  aldermen,  signed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of 
a  majority  of  the  frontage  upon  any  street,  lane  or  alley 
in  said  city,  or  of  any  portion  of  such  street,  lane  or  alley, 
particularly  describing  such  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  por- 
tion thereof,  and  praying  that  the  s\ino  may  be  graded, 
paved  or  macadamized,  curbed  and  guttered,  or  that 
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either  of  such  improvements  may  be  made,  the  city  coun- 
il  shall  forthwith  order  and  direct  the  street  commission- 
ers to  cause  such  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  such  portion 
thereof  as  shall  be  specified  in  such  petition,  or  order  of 
said  city  council,  to  be  graded,  paved  or  macadamized,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  curbed  and  guttered,  all  at  the  ex- 
pense and  cost  of  all  the  owners  of  lands  or  buildings 
adjacent  to,  or  abutting  upon  such  street,  lane  or  alley, 
or  part  thereof,  specified  and  described  in  such  petition 
or  order  of  said  city  council.    And  the  street  commis- 
sioners on  giving  twelve  days  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  hearing,  to  the  parties  interested,  in  the  manner 
provided  in  section  ninety-three  of  chapter  twenty-four 
of  the  general  statutes,  shall  assess  the  cost  or  expense 
thereof  upon  all  the  lands  and  buildings  fronting  upon  or 
adjacent  to  the  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  part  thereof,  spec- 
ified and  described  in  such  petition  or  order,  graded, 
paved  or  macadamized,  curbed  and  guttered,  as  aforesaid, 
according  to  the  frontage  of  such  lands  or  buildings  upon 
such  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  part  thereof.    And  said  street 
commissioners  shall  make  up  a  statement  of  all  such  as- 
sessments made  by  them,  particularly  describing  the 
lands  or  buildings  assessed,  and  such  statement  they 
shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  city  clerk's 
office,  and  when  so  recorded  shall  bo  and  remain  a  lien,  in 
the  nature  of  a  tax  upon  the  lauds  or  buildings  assessed, 
until  the  same  shall  be  paid. 

It  shall  be  tho  duty  of  the  city  clerk  to  place  said  lists 
of  assessments  in  the  hands  of  the  city  treasurer  for  col- 
lection, as  soon  after  he  shall  have  recorded  the  same  as 
may  be.  The  city  treasurer  shall  thereupon,  forthwith 
notify,  in  writing,  the  owner  or  owners  of  lauds  or  build- 
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ings  so  assessed,  their  agents  or  attorneys,  stating  therein 
the  amount  of  such  assessment,  and  all  such  assessments 
shall  be  paid  to  the  city  treasurer,  within  sixty  days  after 
the  same  shall  havo  been  filed  for  record  in  the  city  clerk's 
office, and  if  the  owner  or  owners.of  any  such  lands  or  build- 
ings so  assessed  as  aforesaid,  sh  ill  neglect,  refuse  or  omit 
to  pay  any  such  assessment  to  the  city  treasurer,  within 
the  time  aforesaid,  the  city  treasurer  shall  issue  his  warrant 
to  the  constable  of  the  city  for  the  collection  thereof,  and 
such  constable  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same,  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  prescribed  in  this  section,  for  the  col- 
lection and  enforcem3nt  of  assessments  made  in  cases  of 
the  laying  out  or  altering  of  highways. 

Sec.  4.    Section  eleven  of  said  act,  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Stc.  11.  A  cityjadge  shall  be  annually  elected  from 
among  'the  freemen  of  the  city,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
March.  The  city  judge  shall  be  judge  of  the  city  court, 
which  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  and  shall  have  a  seal. 
The  city  judge  shall  appoint  a  clerk  of  the  city  court,  and 
may  remove  him  at  pleasure.  The  clerk  of  Haid  court  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  recording 
each  case  in  said  court,  and  the  same  fees  for  copies  of 
records,  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  clerks  of  county  courts, 
and  such  additional  compensation  as  may  be  allowed  him  by 
the  city  judge  out  of  his  salary.  The  city  court  shall  be 
open  at  all  times,  and  shall  be  held  by  the  city  judge,  except 
that  in  case  of  his  absence  from  the  city,  or  inability  to 
serve,  the  board  of  aldermen  may  appoint  from  among  the 
justices  of  the  peace  in  said  city,  some  one  of  them  to  act  in 
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his  place  and  hold  said  court  during  such  absence  or  disa- 
bility ;  and  such  justice  of  the  peace,  so  acting  and  holding 
•aid  court,  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the 

■ 

oity  judge. 

The  city  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  actions  of  a 
civil  nature,  including  replevin  and  trespass  on  the  freehold, 
if  either  of  the  parties  reside  in  said  city  at  the  time  of  the 
commencement  of  the  action,  or  if  neither  party  reside  in 
the  state  at  such  time,  where  the  debt,  damages,  or  value 
of  the  goods  and  chattels  replevied  or  other  matter  in  de- 
mand, does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  but  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  affect  the  original  jurisdiction  of  the 
county  court,  as  now  provided  by  law ;  provided,  that  the 
provisions  of  section  thirty-three  of  chapter  thirty-one  of  the 
general  statutes,  in  regard  to  the  town  in  which  writs  in 
certain  euits  therein  described  shall  be  made  returnable, 
shall  apply  to  said  city  court.  The  city  court  may  try  and 
determine  all  prosecutions  for  such  criminal  offenses  com- 
mitted within  the  county  of  Chittenden  as  are  not  punishable 
by  death  or  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison,  except  offenses 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  to  try  and 
determine,  which  are  committed  without  said  city,  by  a 
respondent  residing  without  said  city.  The  city  court  is 
empowered  to  cause  to  be  apprehended  and  committed  to 
prison,  or  bound  over  with  sufficient  sureties  for  trial  by 
the  county  court,  all  persons  charged  with  crimes  committed 
in  «aid  county,  cxseeJing  its  jurisdiction  to  try.  The  city 
court  shall  have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  of  all  com- 
plaints and  prosecutions  for  violations  of  city  ordinances 
and  by-laws.    In  all  prosecutions  in  which,  by  law,  a 
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sentence  of  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  may  be  rendered, 
the  city  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  render  a  sentence  of 
imprisonment  at  hard  labor  in  the  city  house  of  correction, 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months.  In  all  criminal  causes 
before  said  court,  there  shall  be  the  same  right  of  appeal 
to  the  county  court  as  is  secured  by  law  in  criminal  causes 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  such  appeal  shall  be  taken 
in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  in 
criminal  causes  before  a  justice  of  the  peace.  From  the 
judgment  of  the  city  court  in  all  civil  cases,  excepting  as 
hereinafter  provided,  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  county 
court,  under  the  same  regulations  as  are  provided  for  appeals 
from  the  judgment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  civil  actions. 
No  appeal  shall  be  allowed  in  either  of  the  following  cases  : 

First.    When  judgment   was  rendered  by  nonsuit 
default. 

Second.  In  actions  where  neither  the  ad  damnum  in  the 
plaintiff's  writ,  nor  the  sum  demanded  by  the  declaration, 
nor  the  specifications  or  exhibits  of  the  plaintiff  on  trial, 
shall  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  excepting  actions  for 
fine  or  penalty,  actions  of  trespass  on  the  freehold,  actions 
in  which  the  legality  of  the  assessment  or  collection  of  any 
tax  is  concerned,  and  actions  where  the  defendant  pleads  in 
offset  any  bona  fide  demand  or  demands  exceeding  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars,  and  actions  where  the  defendant  bona  fide 
pleads  the  authority  of  any  court,  civil  or  military,  in  excuse 
or  justification;  or  where  the  defendant  shall  bona  fide 
plead,  in  excuse  or  justification,  that  lie  was  acting  as  public 
officer,  under  or   by  virtue  of  any  tax-bill  or  military 
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warrant ;  except  that  either  party,  in  any  action  for  the  re- 
covery of  any  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  corpo- 
ration, may  appeal,  and  in  all  cases  where  thi  title  to  land 
is  concerned,  either  party  may  appeal. 

Third.  In  actions  of  replevin  for  property,  the  value 
whereof,  as  fixed  by  the  appraisers,  does  not  exceed  twenty 
dollars. 

Fourth.  In  criminal  prosecutions  where  the  respondent 
is  acquitted. 

In  all  prosecutions  for  criminal  offenses  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  city  court  to  try  and  detciminc,  and  in  all 
civil  cases  befoie  said  court,  exceptions  to  the  decisions  of 
said  court,  upon  questions  of  law,  may  be  taken  to  the 
supreme  court  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
regulations  as  provided  by  law  for  exceptions  from  the 
county  court  to  the  supreme  court  in  criminal  and  civil  cases 
respectively.  But  no  such  exceptions  shall  be  allowed  when 
an  appeal  is  taken  to  the  county  court. 

When  any  person  shall  be  in  actual  confinement  in  the 
jail  of  Chittenden  county,  by  virtue  of  a  complaint  for  any 
crime  or  misdemeanor  alleged  to  have  been  committed  in 
said  county,  the  city  court  shall,  upon  the  application  of 
such  person,  order  the  state's  attorney  of  said  county  to  file 
an  information  against  such  person  ;  and  said  court  shall 
have  the  same  powers,  and  perform  the  same  duties,  and 
under  the  same  regulations,  as  are  prescribed  in  sections 
eighty-six,  eighty-seven  and  eighty-nine  of  chapter  thirty  of 
the  general  statutes,  for  cases  where  such  application  is 
made  to  the  supreme  court  of  said  county. 
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The  city  judge  shall  receive  a  salary  of  three  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  by  tho  state  treasurer,  and,  in 
addition,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  fees  taxed  for  him  as  costs 
in  the  city  court,  according  to  law,  and  shall  also  receive  a 
fee  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  in  full  of  all  fees,  in  natural- 
ization cases,  to  be  paid  by  the  person  naturalized,  and  such 
naturalization  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  statutes  of 
this  state. 

In  all  causes,  both  civil  and  criminal,  before  the  cily 
court,  the  city  judge,  and  parties,  shall  be  entitled  to  tax 
and  receive  double  the  costs  allowed  by  liw  to  justices  of 
the  peace,  and  parties  respectively,  in  suits  or  prosecution* 
before  justices  of  the  peace. 

The  city  judge  shall  also  be  entitled  to  tax  and  receive 
the  sum  of  one  dollar,  for  each  bill  of  exceptions  allowed 
and  signed  by  him ;  he  shall  also  fix  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  clerk  of  the  city  court,  as  his  additional  compensation, 
from,  and  out  of  his  salary  as  city  judge.    Criminal  prose- 
cutions before  said  court  may  be  brought  by  the  state's 
attorney,  city  attorney,  and  any  grand  juror  in  said  county; 
but  all  prosecutions  for  a  breach  of  any  city  oidinance  shall 
be  brought  solely  by  the  city  attorney ;  but  in  case  of  the 
absence  of  the  city  attorney  from  the  city,  or  by  reason  of 
his  inability  to  serve,  prosecutions  for  breach  of  city  ordi- 
nances may  be  brought  by  a  city  grand  juror,  in  the  city 
court ;  and  prosecutions  for  criminal  offenses  may  be  brought 
by  the  city  attorney  before  justices  of  the  peace ;  and  the 
city  attorney  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  subject  to  all  and  the 
same  penalties  and  liabilities  for  any  neglect  or  violation  of 
official  duty,  as  are  or  shall  be  imposed  by  law  upon  state's 
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attorneys  for  similar  offenses.  The  city  attorney  shall  be 
entitled  to  tax  and  receive,  in  addition  to  the  fees  provided 
by  law  for  town  grand  jurors,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for 
every  prosecution  or  complaint  in  said  city  court,  for  a 
breach  of  any  city  ordinance ;  and  in  ull  other  prosecutions 
in  said  court  for  criminal  offenses,  excepting  those  under 
chapter  ninety-four  of  the  general  statutes,  respecting  the 
traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks,  or  any  amendments  thereof 
or  additions  thereto,  the  prosecuting  officer  shall  be  entitled 
to  tax  and  receive  the  same  fees  provided  by  law  for  town 
gTand  jurors,  and  in  addition  thereto,  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  for  each  trial  in  which  the  respondent  shall 
be  convicted.  All  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  recovered 
in  said  court  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  judge,  and  by  him 
into  the  city  treasury,  excepting  in  cases  where,  by  law,  ex- 
press provision  to  the  contrary  is  made ;  and  when  any 
mittimus  shall  be  issued  by  the  city  court  in  any  cause  where 
a  fine  shall  have  been  imposed  and  made  payable  to  said 
city,  or  where  a  penalty  shall  have  been  imposed,  in  which 
said  city  is  interested,  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  take  from 
the  officer  to  whom  the  mittimus  shall  be  delivered,  a  receipt 
therefor,  and  immediately  transmit  or  deliver  the  same 
to  the  city  treasurer ;  and  whenever  any  justice  of  the  peace 
in  said  city  shall  issue  a  mittimus  in  any  cause,  where  the 
fine  or  penalty  imposed  by  him  is  payable  to,  or  in  which 
the  city  may  be  interested,  he  shall  take  from  the  officer  to 
whom  such  mittimus  shall  be  delivered,  a  receipt  therefor, 
and  immediately  transmit  or  deliver  the  same  to  the  city 
treasurer.  In  criminal  causes  in  said  court,  the  costs  shall 
be  audited  and  paid  as  is  provided  by  law  for  costs  in  crim- 
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inal  causes  before  a  justice  of  the  peace.  In  all  prosecu- 
tions for  nuisances,  the  city  court  shall  have  power,  subject 
to  such  restrictions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  city  council, 
in  a  summary  manner  to  order  such  nuisance  to  be  abated 
and  removed,  and  to  issue  such  warrants  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  such  orders  into  effect. 

Said  city  court  shall  have  all  the  powers  granted  by  law 
to  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  Chittenden,  and 
the  judge  of  said  court  shall  be  authorized  to  perform  the 
duties  required  by  law  to  be  performed  by  justices  of  the 
peace ;  and  all  existing  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  pro- 
ceedings before  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  effect  thereof, 
shall  apply  to  said  city  court,  except  that  in  trials  by  jury, 
it  shull  be  the  duty  of  the  city  judge  to  instruct  the  jury 
on  questions  of  law,  and  that  there  shall  be  no  trial  by 
jury  in  said  court  except  in  civil  actions,  and  with  the  fur- 
ther exception,  and  that  writs  of  mesne  and  final  proeess, 
and  mittimusses,  returnable  to  sa\J  court,  may  be  signed 
either  by  the  city  judge  or  the  clerk  of  said  court,  and  that 
all  affidavits  under  sections  seventy-six  and  seventy-seven  of 
chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general  statutes,  may  be  filed 
either  with  the  judge,  or  the  clerk  of  said  court ;  provided, 
that  all  hearings  under  section  seventy-eight  of  said  chapter 
thirty-three  shall  be  had  before  the  city  judge.  Whenever 
the  city  judge. shall  be  unable  to  attend  at  the  time  appoint- 
ed for  the  trial  of  any  cause,  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  con- 
tinue the  same  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  weeks  ;  and 
the  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  city,  permanent 
inability  to  serve,  or  expiration  of  the  term  of  office,  on  the 
part  of  the  city  judge,  shall  not  cause  a  discontinuance  or 
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transfer  to  another  jurisdiction  of  any  cause  pending  in 
said  city  court,  but  the  same  shall  continue  pending  in  said 
city  court,  and  be  tried  and  disposed  of  by  his  successor  in 
office.  And  when  any  judgment  shall  have  been  rendered 
by  said  court  in  any  action  upon  default,  and  the  defendant 
or  any  trustee  therein  shall  have  been  unjustly  deprived  of 
his  day  in  court,  by  fraud,  accident  or  mistake,  or  such  de- 
fendant shalLhave  been  unjustly  deprived  of  a  hearing  in 
the  assessment  of  damages  in  any  action,  or  when  a  party 
or  trustee  shall  have  been  prevented  from  entering  an  ap- 
peal from  the  judgment  of  said  court,  by  fraud,  accident  or 
mistake,  the  city  court  may  on  the  petition  of  the  person 
aggrieved,  in  its  discretion,  and  on  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  such  court  shall  judge  reasonable,  reverse  and  set 
aside  such  judgment  and  proceed  to  hear,  try  and  determine 
such  action,  and  make  all  necessary  orders  therein,  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  no  judgment  had  been  rendered ;  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  on  the  trial. 

No  petition  shall  be  sustained  under  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions unless  brought  within  two  years  next  after  the  ren- 
dition of  such  judgment,  and  when  brought,  the  same 
verified  by  oath,  with  a  citation  annexed  thereto,  signed  by 
the  city  judge,  shall  be  served  upon  the  adverse  party,  at 
least  six  days,  and  not  more  than  thirty  days,  before  the 
time  appointed  in  such  citation  for  trial. 

The  city  judge,  on  signing  such  citation,  shall  take  suffi- 
ient  surety  by  way  of  recognizance  to  the  adverse  party, 
which  shall  be  minuted  on  such  citation,  conditioned,  that  if 
the  petitioner  shall  fail  to  prosecute  his  petition  to  effect,  or 
finally  to  recover  in  such  action,  he  will  pay  to  the  adverse 
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party  all  intervening  damages  and  costs  that  shall  have 
accrued  to  him  by  reason  of  such  petition  being  preferred. 

The  city  judge,  from  a  consideration  of  the  facts  set 
forth  in  such  petition  and  verified  as  aforesaid,  may  in  his 
discretion,  order  a  stay  of  proceedings  on  such  judgment, 

■ 

whether  execution  shall  have  issued  or  not,  until  a  final  de- 
cision shall  be  made  on  such  petition. 

And  the  city  court  shall  have  the  same  power  over  its 
judgments,  records  and  proceedings  as  is  now  vested  in  the 
county  court  by  statute  or  common  law,  and  may  exercise 
in  connection  therewith,  all  the  powers  of  courts  of  record 
at  common  law. 

In  case  of  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  city,  or 
permanent  inability  to  serve,  on  the  part  of  the  city  judge, 
his  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  aldermen  from 
among  the  legal  voters  of  the  city.  The  city  judge  shall 
have  power  to  take  affidavits  and  depositions  to  be  used  in 
any  court  in  the  state,  and  also  to  take  acknowledgments  of 
deeds  or  other  conveyances  of  lands,  or  any  estate  or  inter- 
est therein. 

And  the  city  judge  is  further  authoriz3d  and  empowered 
to  perform  all  the  duties  required  to  be  performed  by  judges 
of  the  supreme  court  under  and  by  sections  thirty-four, 
thirty-five  and  thirty-six  of  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  general 
statutes,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  in  such  cases  all  the 
powers  conferred  upon  judges  of  the  supreme  court  by  said 
sections. 

The  clerk  of  said  court  shall  be  the  recording  officer 
thereof,  and  shall  furnish  to  any  person,  on  demand  anJ 
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tender  of  the  legal  feed,  certified  copies  of  any  of  the  rec- 
ords, proceeding*  or  minutes  of  such  court,  under  the  seal 
thereof. 

Se3.  5.  Section  eighteen  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read,  after,  the  twenty-first  line  thereof,  as  follows: 

Such  inspectors  of  election  shall,  immediately  afcer  any 
election  for  representative  of  the  city  and  senators  to  the 
general  assembly,  and  also  of  member  of  congress,  and  of 
presidential  electors,  whenever  elections  for  such  shall  have 
been  held  in  said  city,  certify  the  result  of  such  election  in 
their  respective  wards,  to  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  make  a 

■ 

record  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  Number  three  of  section  twenty  of  said  act,  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

3.  To  regulate  the  exhibitions  of  common  showmen  and 
shows  of  eveiy  kind  not  interdicted  by  law,  and  to  regulate, 
restrain  or  license  itinerant  venders  and  peddlers. 

Number  thirteen  of  said  section  twenty  of  said  act,  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follo  ws : 

13.  To  restrain  or  regulate  the  running  at  large  of  cat- 
tie,  horses,  swine,  sheep  and  goats,  and  to  regulate  or 
restrain  the  running  at  large  of  dogs.  And  in  addition  to 
the  tax  now  imposed  by  the  laws  of  this  state  upon  the 
owners  or  keepers  of  dogs,  to  imposo  upon  or  require  of 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  or  dogs,  such  additional  tax 
or  a  license  fee  for  the  keeping  thereof,  and  prescribe  such 
penalties  in  default  thereof  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 
And  all  moneys  received  hereunder,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
city  treasury  and  belong  to  said  city. 
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Number  sixteen  of  said  section  twenty,  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

16.  To  compel  all  persons  to  remove  from  the  .sidewalks 
and  gutters  in  front  of  the  premises  owned  or  occupied  by 
them,  all  snow,  ice,  dirt  and  garbage,  and  to  keep  such  side- 
walks and  gutters  clean,  and  to  compel  the  owners  or  occu- 
pants of  any  land  or  premises  in  the  city,  to  cut  and  remove 
from  the  streets  and  sidewalks  in  front  of  such  land  or  prem- 
ises, all  grass,  thistles  and  weeds  growing,  or  being  thereon, 
under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  therefor. 

Number  seventeen  of  said  section  twenty,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

17.  To  license  inn-keepers,  keepers  of  saloons,  victual- 
ing houses,  billiard  saloons  and  auctioneers,  under  such 
regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  therefor ;  and  all  moneys 
paid  for  such  licenses  shall  belong  to  the  city,  and  be  paid 
into  the  city  treasury. 

Number  twenty- two  of  said  section  twenty  of  said  act, 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

22.  To  regulate,  establish  and  alter  the  grade  of  streets, 
and  the  grade  and  width  of  sidewalks,  and  the  construction 
thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  material  to  be  used  therein ; 
and  also,  to  provide,  order  and  direct  that  the  sidewalks 
upon  such  streets  as  the  city  council  shall  designate,  shall 
be  constructed  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
land  or  buildings,  adjacent  thereto.  And  in  case  any  such 
owner  or  owners  shall  neglect,  refuse  or  omit  to  construct  such 
sidewalk  in  the  manner,  within  the  time,  and  of  the  material 
prescribed  by  the  city  council,  the  street  commissioners  are 
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hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  the  same,  and 
to  assess  the  lands  or  buildings  of  such  owner  or  owners  so 
neglecting,  refusing  or  omitting  as  aforesaid,  adjacent  to,  or 
abutting  on  any  such  sidewalk,  so  constructed  by  said  street 
commissioners,  the  cost  or  expense  thereof, — such  assess- 
ments to  be  apportioned  among  the  owners  of  such  lands  or 
buildings,  fronting  as  aforesaid,  according  to  their  frontage 
upon  such  sidewalk,  to  be  made  in  the  manner  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  three  of  this  act,  relating 
to  the  making  assessments  for  the  laying  out  or  altering  of 
highways.    Such  assessments  when  made  and  recorded  in 
the  office  of  the  city  clerk  of  said  city,  shall  be  and  remain 
a  lien  upon  such  lands  or  buildings,  in  the  nature  of  a  tax, 
and  may  be  enforced  and  collected  in  the  manner  prescribed 
for  the  collection  of  assessments  in  said  section  three. 

Section  twenty  of  said  act  is  hereby  further  amended,  by 
adding  after  the  twenty -seventh  clause  in  §aid  sectiou,  the 
following  two  clauses,  numbered  respectively  twenty-eight 
and  twenty-nine,  to  wit : 

28.  To  manage  and  control  the  public  places,  parks  and 
commons  in  said  city,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of  the  same 
by  the  public,  and  to  prevent  and  punish  trespasses  or  willful 
injuries  to,  or  upon  any  fountain,  shade  or  ornamental  tree 
or  shrub,  building  or  structure  placed  therein,  by  or  under 
the  orders  of  the  city  council,  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  not 
be  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state . 

29.  To  regulate,  or  prohibit  the  suspending  or  putting 
up  of  any  sign  or  awning  in  or  over  anj  street,  lane,  alley, 

common  or  other  public  place  in  the  city  ;  and  whenever  the 
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public  good  may  require,  to  order  and  direct  that  any  such 
sign  or  awning  heretofore  erected  or  suspended  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  taken  down  or  removed. 

Sec.  7.  Section  twenty-four  of  said  act,  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  :

Sec.  24.  The  mayor  shall  assess  on  the  grand  list  of 
the  city,  all  state  and  county  taxes.  The  highway  tax  for 
the  city  shall  be  collected  in  money.  Warrants  for  the  col- 
lection of  etate  and  county  taxes  shall  be  signed  by  the  may- 
or or  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  cfty.  The  city  council 
may,  in  addition  to  the  taxes  required  by  law  to  be  raised 
upon  the  grand  list  of  the  city,  annually  assess  upon  such 
grand  list  a  tax  for  city  purposes,  which  shall  not  exceed  two 
hundred  cents  upon  the  dollar  thereof,  exclusive  of  the  tax 
for  the  support  of  schools,  except  when  authorized  by  the 
legal  voters  of  the  city  in  general  meeting  assembled.  And 
said  city  council  may  also  annually  assess  upon  the  grand

list  of  the  city,  a  tax  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  on  the  dol- 
lar thereof,  the  proceeds  of  which  said  tax  shall  be  applied  to 
the  sinking  fund,  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonded  debt  of 
the  city.  The  money  raised  by  taxation,  from  fines  and  from 
other  lawful  sources,  shall  constitute  the  entire  sura  from 
which  appropriations  and  payment  are  to  be  made,  according 
to  law,  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  city  council ;  and 
the  credit  of  the  city,  other  than  by  temporary  loans,  not  ex- 
ceeding seventy-five  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the  grand  list  of 
the  city  for  the  time  being,  shall  not  be  pledged  except  by 
'cu'.hority  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  city. 
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Sec.  8.  Section  twenty-eight  of  said  act,  is  hereby  amend- 
ed eo  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  2S.  All  taxed,  except  state  and  county  taxes,  shall 
be  assessed  by  the  city  council ;  and  whenever  any  tax  shall 
be  assessed  by  the  city  council,  the  tax-bill  shall  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  city  treasurer,  to  whom  the  taxes  eo  assessed 
•hall  be  paid  ;  and  if  at  the  expiration  of  one  month  and 
eight  days  from  the  time  said  tax-bill  shall  have  been  deliv- 
ered to  said  treasurer,  any  taxes  shall  remain  unpaid,  the 
treasurer  shall  make  up  a  tax-bill,  of  all  taxes  which  remain 
unpaid,  for  the  collection  of  all  such  taxes  so  remaining  un- 
paid, and  annex  a  warrant  to  the  said  tax-bill,  adding  to  each 
unpaid  tax  five  per  cent,  which  warrant  shall  be  returnable 
to  such  city  treasurer  in  sixty  days  from  its  date,  and  shall 
be  addressed  and  delivered  to  the  constable  of  the  city ;  anJ 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  constable  to  collect  all  taxes 
legally  imposed,  contained  in  such  tax-bill  and  warrant,  in- 
cluding such  live  per  cent,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  city  treas- 
urer on  or  before  the  time  when  such  warrant  is  made  return- 
able, subject  to  such  abatement  of  such  taxes  as  may  be 
made  by  the  board  for  the  abatement  of  taxes.  The  city 
council  may  extend  the  time  for  the  collection  and  payment 
of  such  taxes  and  five  per  cent,  and  the  return  of  any  such 
warrant  b/  such  constable,  from  ti:ne  to  time,  as  in  their 
judgment  shall  be  proper,  not  exceeding  one  year  in  the 
whole.  Such  constable  shall  have  the  same  power  an  1  au- 
thority in  the  collection  of  such  taxes  and  five  per  cent,  and 
shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  therein,  and  be  under  the 
same  duties  and  liabilities,  and  have  the  same  privileges  in 
respect  thereto,  as  the  general  laws  of  the  state  now  or  may 
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hereafter  prescribe  in  regard  to  the  collection  of  taxes  by  con- 
stables or  collectors  of  taxes  in  towns,  and  he  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  fees  for  the  service  of  such  warrant  on  the 
respective  delinquent  tax  payers  named  therein,  and  the  col- 
lection of  such  taxes  and  five  per  cent,  as  collectors  of  taxes 
are  by  law  now  entitled  to,  when  they  levy  on  persons  or  es- 
tate, and  such  fees  shall  be  collected  by  such  constable  of 
such  delinquent  tax  payers,  and  shall  be  the  only  compensa- 
tion of  such  constable  for  the  collection  and  payment  to  the 
city  treasurer,  of  such  taxes  and  five  per  cent.    Public  no- 
tice of  the  fact  shall  be  given  by  the  city  treasurer  when  any 
tax  shall  be  assessed  by  the  city  council  and  the  tax  bill  de- 
livered to  him,  by  publication  in  all  the  daily  and  weekly- 
newspapers  published  in  said  city  for  the  period  of  eight 
days  immediately  succeeding  the  time  when  such  tax-bill 
shall  have  been  delivered  to  the  city  treasurer,  and  in  such 
notice  the  time  shall  be  named,  when,  according  to  this  sec- 
tion, all  unpaid  taxes  on  such  tax-bill  will  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  constable  for  collection,  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  be  a  public  act,  and  may  be  al- 
tered, amended  or  repealed  by  the  general  assembly,  when- 
ever the  public  good  may  require. 

Sec.  10.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  psssage.

the  purposes  herein  mentioned,  and  the  trustees  shall  mike 
out  a  rate-Ull  accordingly  and  deliver  the  sains  to  the  col- 
lector, who  shall  have  the  same  power  to  cjllect  su:h  tax  as 
the  collector  of  town  taxes,  and  may  in  like  manner  levy  on 
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and  sell  property  to  satisfy  the  same,  and  for  want 
thereof  may  commit  any  person  to  jail  against  whom  he 
has  such  a  tax. 

Skc.  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  make  such 
prudential  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  the  inhabitants 
thereof  shall  from  timo  to  time  deem  proper ;  to  alter,  re- 
peal or  amend  the  same ;  such  in  particular  as  relate  to 
their  streets,  sidewalks,  alleys,  public  highways,  sewers, 
commons  and  parks,  the  cleaning,  repairing,  improving 
the  same  ;  such  as  relate  to  slaughter-houses,  and  nuisances 
generally ;  such  as  relate  to  a  police  force,  and  the  light- 
ing of  the  streets  of  said  village,  the  restraining  of  any  cat- 
tle, horses,  sheep,  swine  or  geese  from  running  at  large  in 
said  village ;  to  establish  and  regulate  a  market;  to  suppress 
and  restrain  disorderly  and  gaming  houses,  and  all  descrip- 
tions of  gaming,  to  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any 
unwholesome,  noisome,  or  offensive  house  or  place  to 
remove  or  cleanse  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  health  or  comfort  of  the  inhabitants  of 
said  village ;  to  prohibit  or  regulate  the  manufacture  and 
keeping  of  gunpowder,  coal,  ashes,  and  all  other  combusti- 
ble or  dangerous  materials  ;  to  prevent  immoderate-  riding 
or  driving  in  t.he  streets,  and  cruelty  to  animals;  to  regu- 
late the  erection  of  buildings,  and  prevent  encumbering 
the  streets,  sidewalks  and  public  alleys  with  firewood,  ium- 
ber,  carriages,  boxes,  or  other  things,  and  provide  for  the 
care,  preservation  and  improvement  of  public  grounds ; 
to  provide  a  supply  of  water  for  the  protection  of  the  vil- 
lage against  fire,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  to  regulate 
the  use  of  the  same ;  to  compel  all  persons  to  remove  from 
the  sidewalks  and  gutters  adjacent  to  the  premises  owned 
and  occupied  by  them,  all  snow,  ice,  dirt,  and  garbage,  and 
22 
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to  keep  such  sidewalks  and  gutters  clean ;  to  licenso  iun- 
koopers,  keepers  of  siloons  or  victualinghousos,  and  auc- 
tioneers, under  such  regulations  and  for  such  sums  of  money 
as  the  trustees  may  prescribe;  to  regulate  or  restrain  the 
useofrockets,squibs,fire.crackers,orotherfire-works,inthe 
streets  or  commons,  and  to  provent  tho  practicing  therein  of 
any  amusements  having  a  tendency  to  injure  or  annoy  per- 
sons passing  thereon,  or  endangor  tho  security  of  property  ; 
to  regulate  the  making  of  alterations  and  repairs  of  stove- 
pipes, fire-places  and  other  things  from  which  damage  by 
fire  may  be  apprehended ;  to  provide  for  tho  preservation 
of  buildings  from  fires  by  precautionary  measures  and  in- 
spections, and  to  establish  and  regulate  afire-department 
and  fire-companies,  and  other  matters  deemed  necessary 
for  the  proper  regulation  of  tho  affairs  of  said  village  ;  pro- 
vided, that  no  such  by-laws  shall  bo  inconsistent  with  the 
constitution  or  Jaws  of  this  state  or  the  United  States. 
And  said  corporation  shall  havo  power  to  impose  such  rea- 
sonable fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  the  breach  of  any  by- 
laws by  them  established,  as  they  may  judge  reasonable, 
which  may  bo  prosecuted  for  and  recovered  in  an  action  of 
debt  before  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same,  in  which  ac- 
tion it  shall  bo  deemed  sufficient  to  declare  generally,  set- 
ting forth  the  particular  by-law  for  a  breach  of  which  said 
suit  rs  brought ;  and  all  fines,  ponalties  and  forfeitures  so 
recovered  shall  bo  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  village, 
to  be  oxpended  for  tho  benefit  and  improvement  of  tho  vil- 
lage, as  may  seem  best  to  tho  board  of  trustees. 

SEC.  3.  Every  person  who  rcsidos  within  tho  limits  of 
said  village,  and  is  a  legal  voter  in  town  meeting  in  cither 
of  the  towns  of  Danby  or  Mount  Tabor,  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  in  any  village  meeting.

Sec.  4.  M  every  annual  meeting  of  said  village,  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  village  shall,  by  ballot  if  called 
for,  elect  from  among  their  number  a  moderator,  a  clerk,  a 
treasurer,  a  collector  of  taxes,  five  trustees,  and  three 
fire  wardens. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  moderator  to  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  said  village,  and  he  shall  have  the 
the  same  power  as  a  moderator  of  town  meetings. 

Sec.  G.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  fair 
and  accurate  records  ot  all  proceedings  of  said  corpora- 
tion, and  he  Bhall  give  copies  of  the  same  when  re- 
quired, with  power  to  certify  to  the  same.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  clerk  to  warn  special  meetings  of  said  corpora- 
tion, when  directed  by  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  or  on 
petition  of  any  ten  legal  voters,  and  all  annual  meetings, 
without  direction  or  petition,  by  posting  notices  of  the  time 
and  place  of  said  meetings  in  at  least  three  public  places  in 
said  village,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  time  of  meet- 
ing, together  with  a  statement  of  the  business  to  be  trans- 
acted, which  business  may  be  transacted  at  said  meeting, 
or  at  any  meetings,  to  which  the  same  may  be  adjourned. 

Sec.  7.  The  treasurer  and  collector  of  taxes  shall  per- 
form for  said  corporation  the  duties  corresponding  to  the 
duties  of  town  treasurers  and  collectors  of  town  taxes,  and 
shall  have  the  same  powers,  shall  proceed  in  the  same 
manner,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities,  and  give  the 
same  bonds  to  said  corporation  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  their  respective  duties. 

Sec.  8.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  general  care  and 
management  of  the  prudential  interests  of  said  village  ; 
shall  be  the  general  administrative  officers  thereof,  shall

walks, and  shall  perform,  all  and  singular,  the  powers  given 
to  said  corporation,  not  specially  reposed  in  some  other 
officers  or  body;  shall  mako  out  all. taxes  and  rate-bills 
voted  by  said  corporation,  direct  the  expenditure  of 
all  moneys  belonging  to  said  village,  and  draw  all  orders 
upon  tho  treasurer  thereof,  and  generally  shall  perform  all 
duties  legally  enjoined  upon  them  by  said  corporation  ; 
and  all  powers  vested  in  said  trustoes  may  bo  performed 
by  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  9.  Tho  territory  embraced  within  tho  limits  of 
said  village  in  the  town  of  Danby  shall  constitute  a  high- 
way district  of  said  town,  and  the  territory  embraced 
within  tho  limits  of  said  village  in  the  town  of  Mount 
Tabor  shall  constitute  a  highway  district  in  that  town,  and

tho  highway  taxes  assessed  upon  tho  polls  and  ratablo 
estate  of  said  village,  shall  be  paid,  worked  out  and  ex- 
pended on  the  highways  in  said'viilago,  under  the  direction 
and  control  of  tho  trustees ;  and  the  selectmen  of  tho  towns 
of  Danby  and  Mount  Tabor  respectively  shall  make  out  a 
rate- bill  therefor  and  deliver  tho  s\me  to  said  trustees, 
who  shall  collect,  lay  out  and  expend  tho  same  upon  tho

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tho  fire  wardens  of  said 
village  to  be  present  at  fires  therein,  and  direct  as  to  tho 
extinguishing  thereof,  and  preventing  the  spread  of  fires, 
tho  removal  of  goods  from  houses  on  fire,  or  in  imminent 
danger  of  being  consumed  ;  and  they  are  empowered  to  pull 
down  or  cause  to  be  removed,  such  buildings  as  they  shall 
judgo  necessary  to  prevent  the  progress  or  spreading  of 
said  fire,  and  they  aro  hereby  empowered  to  demand  rea- 
sonable assistance  from  any  and  all  persons  present,  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties ,  and  all  persons  present  at  any 
fire  in  said  villngo  shall  give  strict  and  prompt  obodienco 
to  all  legal  and  reasonable  orders  given  by  any  fire  warden ; 
and  said  firo  wardens  shall,  whilo  in  tho  performance  of 
their  duties  at  any  firo  in  said  village,  have  all  the  powers 
of  a  constable  in  suppressing  tumults  and  breaches  of  tho 
peace  takiug  place  in  their  presence. 

Sec.  12.  Tho  trustees  of  said  villago  shall  carry  out 
all  votes  of  said  corporation  in  organizing  fire  companios, 
hook  and  ladder  companies,  arid  purchasing  engines  and 
apparatus  for  extinguishing  fires. 

Sec.  13.  The  grand  list  of  tho  polls  of  tho  inhabitants 
and  ratable  estate  within  said  villago,  as  made  out  by  the 
listers  of  the  towns  of  Danby  and  Mount  Tabor  respective- 
ly, shall  be  the  grand  list  of  said  villago,  and  tho  trustees 
shall  make  a  copy  of  said  list  and  file  tho  samo  in  the  office 
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of  the  clerk  of  said  village,  within  ten  days  after  the  same 
shall  be  completed  and  filed  in  the  town  clerks'  offices. 

Sec.  14.  No  inhabitant  or  tax  payer  of  said  village 
shall  be  deemed  thereby  incompetent  to  act  as  judge,  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  juror,  sheriff,  or  constable,  in  any  cause 
or  proceeding  in  which  said  corporation  shall  be  inter- 
ested. 

8ec.  15.  The  annual  meeting  of  said  corporation,  for 
the  choice  of  officers,  and  for  the  transaction  of  any  busi- 
ness specified  in  the  warning  of  said  meeting,  shall  be 
holden  in  said  village  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  in 
each  year.  The  first  meeting  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
warned  by  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  county 
of  Rutland,  by  posting  notices  of  said  meeting,  as  herein- 
before  provided  for  the  calling  of  meetings  by  the  village 
clerk. 

Sec.  16.  -  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  legal  voters  of  said 
village  of  Danby,  to  be  holden  as  heretofore  provided, 
the  justices  warning  said  meeting  shall  insert  in  such 
warning  an  article  as  follows :  "  To  see  if  the  legal  voters 
of  the  village  of  Danby  will  accept  and  approve  of  the 
act  of  incorporation  of  said  village."  And  if  a  majority  of 
the  legal  voters  present  at  such  meeting  are  in  favor 
thereof,  then  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force,  otherwise  of 
no  effect. 

Sec.  17.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

It  is  Jiereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale 
of  Vermont : 

Sec.  1.  Tho  village  ot  Fairhaven,in  its  corporate  ca- 
pacity, is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  procure  a 
supply  of  pure  water  for  public  and  private  uses  in  said 
village  ;  and  for  that  purpose  it  may  take  and  hold,  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  such  ponds,  springs,  streams,  water 
sources  and  waters  thereof,  and  such  lands  under  and 
around  the  same,  within  tho  limits  of  the  town  of  Fair- 
haven,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 


Sec.  2.  The  said  village  corporation,  for  tho  purpose  of 
using  the  water  taken  as  aforesaid,  may  build  and  con- 
struct dams  and  reservoirs,  lay  pipes  and  aqueducts,  and 
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connect  the  same  with  pipes  and  reservoirs  which  may 
hereafter  be  laid  or  constructed  by  said  village  corpora- 
tion, to  convey  the  water  taken  as  aforesaid  to  the  reser- 
voirs of  said  village  and  the  buildings  and  dwelling 
houses  therein,  and  may  take,  by  purchase  or  otherwise 
any  lands  which  may  be  necessary  therefor,  in  said  town 
of  Fairhaven,  and  may  also  lay  pipes  along  and  across  the 
highways  of  said  town,  and  in  and  across  the  streets,  al- 
leys and  lanes  of  said  village. 

Sec.  3.  Said  village  corporation  shall,  within  sixty  days 
after  taking  any  springs,  streams,  ponds,  water  sources  or 
lands  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  file  in  the  office  of 
the  town  clerk  of  said  town  of  Fairhaven,  a  description  of 
the  same  sufficiently  accurate  for  identification  at  all 
times. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  village  corporation  shall  be  liable  to 
pay  all  damages  that  shall  be  sustained  by  any  person  or 
persons  in  their  property  by  the  taking  of  any  lands, 
springs  of  water,  water  sources,  streams  or  ponds,  by  the 
construction  of  any  dams  or  reservoirs,  or  the  laying  of 
any  pipes,  hydrants  or  aqueducts,  or  other  works  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid ;  and  if  such  person  shall  be  dissatis- 
fied with  the  sum  offered  or  tendered  to  him  by  the  trus- 
tees of  said  village  for  his  damages  in  the  premises,  such 
person  may  petition  the  county  court  for  the  county  of 
Rutland  for  the  appointment  of  three  commissioners  to 
assess  his  damages  in  the  premises ;  which  petition  shall 
be  served  on  ono  of  the  trustees  of  said  village,  within 
sixty  days  next  after  the  filing  of  the  description  of  the 
property  so  taken  as  aforesaid  in  the  town  clerk's  office  of 
said  town,  as  required  by  the  third  section  of  this  act. 

Such  proceedings  shall  bo  had  in  said  Rutland 
county  court,  on  said  petition,  as  aro  provided  by  law  for 
the  re-assessment  of  damages  for  land  taken  for  highways, 
excepting  that  the  notico  required  to  bo  given  by  said 
commissioners  shall  bo  given  to  one  of  tho  trustees  of 
said  village. 

Sec.  G.  The  trustees  of  said  village,  until  otherwise 
provided  by  its  by-laws  or  ordinances,  shall  havo  tho  con- 
trol and  management  of  the  aqueduct,  when  laid,  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act,  by  #aid  village,  and  may  from  time  to 
timo  grant  permits  to  use  the  water  from  said  aqueduct, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  and  for  such  compensa- 
tion or  rent,  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by 
rules  and  regulations  hereafter  established  by  said  village 
corporation.

Sec.  8.  Any  person  who  shall  divert  tho  water  or  any 
part  thereof  from  the  sources  which  shall  be  taken  by 
said  village  corporation,  pursuant  tq  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  shall  maliciously  corrupt  the  same  or  render  it 
impure,  or  who  shall  willfully  destroy  or  injure  any  dam 
or  reservoir,  aqueduct,  pipe  or  hydrant,  or  the  property 
held,  owned  or  used  by  said  corporation  for  the  purposes 
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of  this  act,  shall  pay  three  times  the  amount  of  actual 
damages  to  said  corporation,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action 
on  the  case,  founded  on  this  statute;  and  any  such  person, 
on  conviction  of  either  tho  malicious  or  willful  acts  afore- 
said, shall  bo  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  in  tho  county  jail  for 
the  county  of  Rutland  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six 
months. 

Sec.  9.  If  any  person  shall  use  any  of  the  water  from 
said  aqueduct  without  the  permission  °f  fcne  trustees  of 
said  village,  or  such  other  officors  duly  authorized  by  the 
by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  village  to  give  permission 
therefor,  an  action  of  trespass  on  the  case  may  be  main- 
tained against  him  by  said  village  for  the  recovery  of 
damages  therefor,  with  full  costs,  and  such  damages  shall 
in  no  case  be  les3  than  the  rates  prescribed  for  the  use  of 
the  same  amount  of  water  by  said  corporation. 

Sec.  10.  Said  village  corporation  is  also  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered,  by  vote  at  any  legal  meeting  called  for 
that  purpose,  to  borrow  money  to  lay  and  construct  said 
aqueduct,and  pay  all  tho  other  necessary  expenses  connect- 
ed therewith,  as  contemplated  by  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  to  issue  its  bonds  or  notes  therefor,  signed- by  the 
trustees  of  said  village  and  countersigned  by  the  treas- 
urer thereof,  and  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
seven  per  cent,  payable  semi-annually,  with  coupons  for 
such  interest  thereto  attached,  which  bonds  shall  be  pay- 
able at  such  time  or  times  and  at  such  place  as  said  vil- 
lage corporation  may  direct.

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont: 

Sec.  1.  Section  fifteen  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  in- 
corporate the  village  of  Ludlow,"  approved  November  17, 
18GG,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz: 

The  trustees  of  said  village  may  lay  out,  alter,  maintain 
and  discontinue  any  street,  road,  lane,  alley,  walk  or  side- 
walk in  said  village,  and  appraise  and  settle  the  damages 
therefor,  causing  their  proceedings  to  be  recorded  in  the 
town  clerk's  offico  in  said  town ;  provided,  that  any  person 
aggrieved  by  their  proceedings,  shall  have  like  opportu- 
nity for  applying  to  the  county  court  for  the  county  of 
Windsor,  to  obtain  redress,  as  is  or  may  be  allowed  by 
law  to  those  aggrieved  with  the  proceedings  of  selectmen 
in  similar  cases.  Said  trustees,  in  making,  altering  or  re- 
pairing sidewalks,  shall  have  power,  subject  to  the  ordi- 
nances and  by-laws  of  said  village,  on  giving  twelve  days 
notice  to  the  parties  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  to 
assess  the  owners  of  lands  adjoining  such  sidewalk,  so 
much  of  the  expense  of  making,  altering  or  repairing  such 
sidewalks  as  the  said  trustees  shall  judge  such  lands  to  be 
benefited  thereby.  And  when  they  Bhall  havo  made  any 
such  assessment,  they  shall  make  a  report  thereof,  setting 
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forth  their  proceedings  in  that  respect,  which  report  they 
shall  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  town  clerk's  office  in  said 
Ludlow,  and  when  so  recorded,  the  amount  so  assessed 
shall  be  and  remain  a  lien,  in  the  nature  of  the  tax,  upon 
the  lands  so  assessed,  until  the  same  shall  be  paid.  From 
such  assessment  there  shall  be  the  same  right  of  appeal  to 
the  county  court,  and  the  same 'proceedings  in  respect  to 
such  appeal,  as  is  before  provided  in  this  section,  and  the 
final  decision  of  the  court  in  the  matter  of  such  appeal 
shall,  when  the  record  thereof  is  duly  recorded  as  afore- 
said, be  a  lien  upon  the  lands  so  assessed  as  above  men- 
tioned. But  such  appeal  shall  not  delay  the  making,  alter- 
ing or  repairing  such  sidewalk,  and  if  the  owner  of  such 
lands  shall  neglect  for  the  space  of  six  months  after  the 
fiaal  decision  of  said  trustees,  or  in  case  of  appeal  to  the 
county  court,  to  pay  to  tho  village  treasurer  the  amount  of 
said  assessments,  thoj  trustees  shall  issue  their  warrant 
for  the  collection  of  the  same,  signed  by  such  authority  as 
tax-warrants  are  required  by  law  to  be  signed,  directed  to 
the  village  collector  of  taxes,  who  shall* have  authority 
to  sell  at  public  auction  so  much  of  said  land  as  will  satisfy 
said  assessment  and  all  legal  fees, "and  who  shall  proceed 
in  the  same  manner  as  collectors  of  town'taxes  are  required 
by  law  to  proceed  in  selling  real  estate  at  auctionjor  the 
collection  of  town  taxes.  The  trustees  shall  havo  the 
same  power  of  granting  licenses  and  vacating  the  same 
within  the  limits  of  said  village,  which  the  selectmen  have, 
by  virtue  of  tho  general  statutes,  in  the  town,  and  all 
moneys  received  therefor  shall  belong  to  tho  villago  treas- 
ury  and  be  paid  into  the  same.  This  act  shall  take  effect 
from  its  passage.

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  State 
of  Vermont: 

Sec.  1.  The  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  town  of 
Middlebury  embraced  within  the followinglimits,  commenc- 
ing on  the  east  bank  of  Otter  Creek  at  the  lower  falls, 
near  the  fouudry,  thonce  running  easterly  to  and  includ- 
ing the  dwelling  house  built  by  George  Qammond,  thence 
southerly  to  a  point  where  the  turnpike  and  creek  roads 
intersect,  thence  westerly  to  a  ledge  in  the  road  a  few 
rods  south  of  the  dwelling  house  of  George  Porter,  thence 
north  to  Wey bridge  line,  thence  east  to  centor  of  Otter 
Creek,  thenco  north  to  place  of  beginning, — are  hereby  in- 
corporated and  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic  under 
the  name  of  the  Village  of  Middlebury ;  and  by  that  name 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  prosecute  and  defend  in  any  court, 
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may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure, may  take,  hold,  purchase  and  convey  real  and  per- 
sonal estate,  and  generally  shall  have,  exercise  and  enjoy 
all  such  rights,  immunities,  powers  and  privileges  as  are 
incident  to  public  corporations. 

Sec.  2.  The  inhabitants  of  said  village,  qualified  by 
law  to  vote  in  town  meeting,  shall  meet  at  the  court  house 
or  other  suitable  place  on  tho  first  Wednesday  in  January, 
annually,  at  which  meeting  shall  be  chosen  a  moderator, 
clerk,  seven  trustees,  treasurer,  collector,  auditor  and  wa- 
ter commissioner,  and  any  other  business  specified  in  the 
warning  of  such  meeting;  which  warning  shall  bo  signed 
by  tho  clerk,  naming  such  other  business  as  the  trustees 
may  direct,  and  shall  be  posted  up  in  three  or  more  public 
places  in  said  village,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  of 
holding  such  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  The  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  call 
special  meetings  of  said  corporation  as  the  interest  of -the 
same  may  require,  causing  the  same  to  be  warned  by  the 
clerk  in  the  manner  heretofore  specified  for  warning  an- 
nual  meetings ;  and  any  meeting  may  be  adjourned  from 
time  to  time  as  said  corporation  may  judge  proper,  aud 
any  businoss  may  be  transacted  at  such  adjourned  meet- 
ings, although  not  specified  in  the  original  warning,  pro- 
vided notice  of  such  business  shall  be  given  in  the  usual 
manner  of  warning  meetings,  by  giving  ten  days  notice. 

Sec.  4.  All  the  officers,  before  they  enter  upon  tho  du- 
ties of  their  respective  offices,  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faith- 
ful dischargo  of  the  duties  thereof,  and  the  treasurer  and 
collector  shall,  before  assuming  their  duties,  give  bonds  to 
said  corporation  in  6uch  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as 
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said  trustees  shall  direct,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  their  offices  respectively. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  village 
to  keep  fair  records  of  all  the  proceedings  of  said  corpo- 
ration, and  to  give  copies  of  the  same  when  required,  and 
he  shall  receive  such  fees  as  town  clerks  are  entitled  by 
law  to  receive  for  like  services  ;  also  to  warn  all  meetings 
of  said  corporation,  agreeably  to  tho  directions  of  the 
trustees.  He  shall  also  perform  all  other  duties  required 
by  this  act,  and  such  as  are  usually  performed  by  village 
clerks. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tho  trustees  to  make 
out  and  deliver  to  the  collector  an  assessment  or  rate-bill 
of  all  taxes  which  shall  be  laid  by  said  corporation,  to  see 
that  all  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  are  duly  executed, 
and  to  direct  prosecutions  for  ail  breaches  of  the  same, 
and  generally  to  take  care  of  all  the  prudential  concerns 
of,  and  perform  all  duties  which  shall  be  legally  enjoined 
on  them  by  said  corporation.  They  shall  also  appoint  from 
time  to  time  such  number  of  fire  wardens  as  tho  corpo- 
ration may  by  their  by-laws  direct,  and  the  same  remove 
at  pleasure.  They  are  authorized  to  organize  one  or  moro 
fire  companies,  with  such  powers  and  regulations  as  the 
said  corporation  by  their  by-laws  may  provide  ;  but  no 
such  fire  company  shall  exercise  any  powers  until  the 
same  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  said  village.  All 
powers  vested  by  this  act  in  said  trustees  may  be  exer- 
cised by  a  majority  of  them,  and  in  case  of  the  incapacity 
of  the  clerk,  the  trustees  may  warn  meetings  of  said  cor- 
poration by  sigaing  the  warning  and  posting  it  in  the 

» 
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Sec.  7.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  have  exclu- 
sive power  to  control,  lay  out,  establish,  alter  and  discon- 
tinue streets,  highways,  lanes  and  alleys,  with  the  grounds 
and  walks  of  the  same,  within  the  limits  of  said  village, 
and  a  survey  of  the  same  shall  be  recorded  in  the  village 
records,  and  they  shall  so  lay  out,  establish,  alter  and  dis- 
continue such  streets,  highways  and  alleys,  when  so  direct- 
ed by  said  village  at  a  meeting  legally  held  for  that  pur- 
pose, or  by  vote  of  said  trustees  at  a  regular  meeting  of 
said  board,  when  requested  by  five  or  more  freehold  pro- 
prietors of  premises  adjoining  the  proposed  improvement; 
provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
to  supersede  the  jurisdiction  of  the  supreme  or  county 
court  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  8.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  five 
police  officers,  and  on  special  occasions  may  temporarily 
increase  the  number,  whose  names  shall  be'  recorded  by 
the  clerk  of  the  village,  and  they  shall  hold  their  office  un- 
til duly  discharged,  or  others  appointed.  Said  police  shall 
have  the  same  power  to  serve  criminal  processes  within 
said  village  that  a  constable  now  has,  and  shall  have  pow- 
er to  arrest  all  persons  who  may  be  disturbing  public 
meetings,  or  any  disorderly  or  drunken  person,  and  confine 
the  same  in  the  jail  in  said  village  not  exceeding  twenty, 
four  hours,  and  the  person  so  arrested  shall  be  dealt  with 
as  if  arrested  on  a  complaint  and  warrant  j  and  said  police 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  and  have  such  other  pow- 
ers as  said  village  may  vote. 

Said  village  shall  have  power  to  make,  establish, 
alter,  amend  or  repeal  ordinances,  regulations  and  by-laws 
for  the  following  purposes,  and  to  inflict  penalties  for  the 
breach  thereof:

2d.    To  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly  and  gaming 
houses,  and  all  descriptions  of  gaming.

To  prevent  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the 
streets,  and  cruelty  to  animals. 

7th.  To  regulate  the  erection  of  buildings,  and  prevent 
encumbering  the  streets,  sidewalks  and  alleys  with  fire- 
wood, lumber,  carriages,  boxes  or  other  things,  and  provide 
for  the  care  and  improvement  of  public  grounds. 

8th.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
swine,  sheep,  dogs  and  geese. 

9th.  To  provide  a  supply  of  water  for  the  protection  of 
the  village  against  fire,  and  for  other  J  purposes,  and  to  reg- 
ulate the  use  of  the  same. 

10th.  To  compel  all  persons  to  keep  the  sidewalks  adja- 
cent to  their  premises  clean. 

llth.  To  license  inn-keepers,  saloons  or  eating  houses, 
and  auctioneers. 

12th.    To  regulate  or  restrain  the  use  of  fireworks  of 
all  kinds,  in  the  streets  or  commons. 

13th.    To  prescribe  the  powers  Jand  duties  of  watchmen 
of  said  village,  and  to  provide  for  lighting  the  streets. 

14th.  To  regulate  the  grade  of  streets,  the  grade  and 
width  of  sidewalks,  and  the  construction  thereof. 

15th.  To  prohibit  and  punish  willfuljinjuries  to  trees 
planted  for  shade,  ornament,  convenience  or  use,  and  to 
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prevent  and  punish  trespass  or  willful  injuries  to  or  upon 
public  buildings,  squares,  commons,  cemeteries  or  other 
property. 

16th.  Said  corporation  may  make  and  establish,  amend 
or  repeal  any  other  by-laws,  rules  and  ordinances  which 
it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  well  being  of  6aid  village, 
and  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  state. 
All  which  by-laws  and  ordinances  shall  bo  recorded  in  the 
office,  of  the  clerk  of  said  village,  and  the  clerk's  certificate 
that  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  were  adopted  at  a  legal 
meeting  of  said  village,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
such  fact  in  any  court  in  this  state,  and  such  certificate 
shali  also  be  received  in  evidence  in  all  courts  in  this 
state;  and  such  corporation  may  impose  a  fine  not  exceed-

estate  within  the  same,  for  any  of  the  purposes  heretofore 
mentioned,  and  the  trustees  shall  make  out  a  rate-bill  ac- 
cordingly, and  deliver  the  same  to  the  collector,  who  shall 
have  the  same  power  to  collect  such  tax  as  the  collector 
of  town  taxes,  and  may  in  like  manner  sell  property  to 
satisfy  the  same,  and  for  want  thereof  commit  any  person 
to  jail  against  whom  he  may  have  such  tax. 

Sec.  12.  All  the  territory  embraced  within  the  limits 
of  said  village  is  hereby  constituted  a  highway  district  of 
the  town  of.  Middlebury,  and  all  the  highway  taxes  as- 
sessed on  the  poils  and  ratable  estate  therein  shall  be  paid 
in  money,  and  the  selectmen  of  the  town  shall  make  out  a 
tax-bill  therefor  and  deliver  the  same,  with  a  warrant  for 
its  collection,  to  the  collector  of  said  village,  who  shall  col- 
lect the  same  as  other  taxes  are  collected,  and  pay  the 
same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  village,  which  money 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  by  the  trustees,  and 
•.shall  be  expended  by  them  in  building,  maintaining  and 
repairing  the  streets,  highways,  walks,  alleys  and  lanes 
of  said  village ;  and  no  surveyor  of  highways  for  said  vil- 
lage shall  be  appointed  by  said  town,  and  said  village 
shall  not  be  liable  to  build  or  repair  any  bridge  across 
Otter  Creek.

Sec.  13.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  any  of 
the  offices  of  said  village,  from  any  cause  whatever,  the 
village  may  till  such  vacancy  at  any  legal  meeting.  The 
trustees  may  make  temporary  appointments  for  sucb  va- 
cancies, and  the  persons  thus  appointed  shall  hold  their 
office  until  the  village  shall  elect  others  in  their  place. 
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Sec.  14.  The  corporation  of  said  village  shall  have 
power  to  organize  and  establish  a  water  department  in 
order  to  supply  said  village  with  water  for  the  fire  depart- 
ment, domestic  and  other  purposes,  and  may  purchase  and 
hold  all  necessary  real  and  personal  estate  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  may  issue  their  corporation  bonds  to  secure  any 
present  or  future  indebtedness  for  establishing  and  oper- 
ating their  water  works. 

Sec.  15.  To  aid  in  supporting  the  water  department 
of  said  corporation,  and  to  insure  the  annual  interest  on 
the  water  bonds  of  said  corporation,  and  to  provide  for 
their  final  payment,  the  said  corporation  shall  establish 
rates  of  annual  rents,  to  be  charged  and  paid  at  such  times 
and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  determined  by  said  corpo- 
ration for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  said 
village,  and  they  may  from  time  to  time  modify,  amend, 
increase  or  diminish  such  rents,  and  extend  them  to  any 
description  of  property  or  use  as  the  said  corporation  may 
deem  proper. 

Sec.  16.  Such  water  rents  as  shall  be  established  upon 
lots,  buildings,  factories,  furnaces,  steam  engines,  stores, 
shops,  stables  and  other  property,  shall  be  collected  from 
the  owner  of  the  property  so  supplied,  unless  otherwise 
provided  in  the  lease  of  the  water ;  and  such  rents  shall 
be  in  the  nature  of  a  tax,  and  be  a  lien  and  charge  upon 
such  buildings,  lots  and  other  property  so  supplied,  and 
may  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  any  corporation 
tax. 

Sec.  17.  The  water  rent*  may  be  ordered  to  be  paid 
in  advance,  and  all  necessary  provisions  and  orders  may 
be  made  by  the  corporation  relating  to  the  supply  or  stop- 
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page  of  water  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  insure  such 
advance  payments. 

Sec.  18.  Said  corporation,  at  its  next  or  some  future 
annual  meeting,  shall  elect  by  ballot  a  board  consisting  of 
three  water  commissioners,  who  shall  hold  their  office  as 
follows :  the  first  commissioner  shall  hold  his  office  three 
years,  the  second  two  years,  the  third  one  year,  and  at 
every  subsequent  annual  meeting  there  shall  be  elected 
one  water  commissioner  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by 
the  then  expiring  term,  who  shall  hold  his  office  three 
years  from  his  election,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be 
chosen  as  above  provided. 

Sec.  19.  The  water  commissioners,  under  the  direction 
of  the  corporation,  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the  water 
department,  shall  make  and  establish  all  necessary  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  and  operations  of  the 
water  works,  and  may  draw  orders  upon  the  treasury  for 
the  necessary  expenses  of  the  same,  may  appoint  a  super- 
intendent and  remove  the  same  at  pleasure,  may  establish 
rates  for  the  use  of  the  water  and  provide  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  same,  and  generally  take  charge  of  the  water 
department,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  20.  Every  bond  issued  by  said  corporation  in 
pursuance  of  this  act  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  and  the  treasurer,  and  shall  have 
the  certificate  of  the  clerk  of  said  corporation  that  said 
bond  is  one  of  the  series  authorized  by  the  corporation, 
and  the  records  of  the  corporation  shall  be  so  kept  as  to 
show  the  issue  of  the  bonds,  the  amounts  and  dates  of  the 
same,  and  the  time  when  due,  and  the  time  of  payment.

All  suras  of  money  due  the  village  of  Rutland, 
for  water  supplied  to  tenements,  buildings  and  lots  in  said 
village,  shall  be  called  water  rents,  and  the  same  shall 
be  due  and  payable  in  advance,  on  the  twentieth  day  of 
June  in  each  year,  and  if  the  same  are  not  paid  on  or 
before  the  twentieth  day  of  July  following,  five  per  cent 
thereof  shall  be  added  thereto,  as  a  penalty  for  not  paying 
the  same  when  due.

Sec.  2.  All  such  water  rents  shall  be  collected  from 
the  owners  of  the  tenements,  buildings  and  lots  wherein 
the  water  is  used,  or  to.be  used,  for  which  the  same  are 
due,  and  such  water  rents  shall  be  a  tax  and  a  lien  upon 
such  tenements,  buildings  and  lots,  and  shall  be  collected 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  of  said  village  ;  and 
the  owners  of  such  tenements,  buildings  and  lots  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  liabilities  therefor  as  for  other  village 
taxes. 
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Sec.  3.  The  water  commissioners  of  said  village  shall, 
between  the  twentieth  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of 
August  in  each  year  make  out  a  list  of  the  water  rents 
due  said  village,  with,  five  per  cent  thereof  added  thereto, 
as  provided  in  the  first  action  of  this  act,  in  which  list 
they  shall  set  down,  in  three  separate  columns,  according 
to  the  best  information  in  their  power : 

First.  In  the  first  column,  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the 
tenements,  buildings  'or  lots,  chargeable  with  water  rents- 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

And  the  water  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  certify  that  the  same  is  a  true  list  of  the  water 
rents  due  said  village,  at  the  date  thereof,  and  shall 
attach  thereto  a  warrant  for  the  collection  of  said 
water  rents,  signed  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  and  for 
the  county  of  Rutland,  which  shall  be  in  the  same  form  as 
is  now  prescribed  by  statute  for  warrants  for  the  col- 
lection of  town  and  other  taxes,  and  shall  be  directed  to 
the  collector  of  taxes  for  said  village  ;  and  the  water  com- 
missioners shall  deliver  such  list  of  water  rents,  with  the 
warrant  for  the  collection  of  the  same  thereto  attached,  to 
such  collector  of  taxes,  who  shall  proceed  to  collect  the 
same  as  is  provided  in  this  act,  and  all  moneys  collected 
thereon  by  him  shall  be  paid  to  the  water  commissioners 
of  said  village. 
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Sec.  4.  The  owners  of  tenements,  buildings  and  lots  on 
the  twentieth  day  of  June  in  each  year  shall  be  the  persons, 
or  parties,  frorn  whom  all  water  rents  for  the  year  then  next 
ensuing  shall  be  collected,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act ;  provided,  however,  that  should  the  ownership  of 
any  tenement,  building,  or  lot  change  after  the  twentieth 
day  of  June  in  any  year,  and  no  water  be  used  therein  until 
after  that  date,  then  the  water  rents  therefor  shall  be 
collected  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  at  the  date  of 
the  commencement  of  the  use  therein  :  and  all  water  rents 
due  after  the  twentieth  day  of  June  in  any  year,  if  not  paid 
to  the  water  commissioners,  shall,  with  interest  thereon  from 
the  time  the  same  shall  be  and  become  due  to  the  twentieth 
day  of  June  next  following,  and  a  penalty  of  five  per  cent 
thereof  added  thereto,  be  included  in  the  list  of  water 
rents  for  said  village,  issued  next  after  the  same  shall 
have  become  due  ;  and  all  water  rents  omitted  by  mis- 
take, or  through  ignorance  thereof,  from  any  list,  may  with 
interest  thereon  from  the  time  the  same  shall  have  become 
due  to  the  twentieth  day  of  June  next  after  the  discovery 
of  such  omission,  and  a  penalty  of  five  per  cent  thereof  ad- 
ded thereto,  be  included  in  the  list  of  water  rents  for  said 
village,  issued  next  after  the  discovery  of  such  omission ;

A.  D.  1868,  pursuant  to  a  vote  of  said  village  of  Rutland, 
at  a  meeting  thereof  holden  on  the  twentieth  day  of  May,  A. 
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D.  1868,  and  also  any  other  matured  indebtedness  of  said 
village  ;  and  should  said  village  so  vote  to  borrow  money 
as  aforesaid,  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
its  notes  or  bonds  therefor,  with  interest  coupons  attached, 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent  per  annum  from 
date,  which  said  notes  or  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the 
treasurer  of  said  village  of  Rutland,  and  countersigned  by 
the  clerk  thereof,  and  duly  registered,  and  shall  be  made 
payable  at  such  time  or  times  as  said  village  may  direct.

river  or  its  tributaries  for  the  purpose  of  removing  ob- 
structions, and  to  make  booms  in  said  river  or  streams,  and 
slips  and  aprons  in  any  dam  on  said  river,  without  injury 
to  the  water  power  thereof,  by  paying  or  tendering  all 
damage  caused  thereby,  also  the  damage  sustained  to  any 
mill  dam  or  other  property  along  said  stream  or  its  tribu- 
taries, by  reason  of  running  logs,  ties,  wood  or  other 
lumber  down  the  stream  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Sec.  2.  The  parties  aforesaid,  and  other  parties  running

their  province,  and  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  con- 
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nected  therewith,  including  the  manufacture  of  lumber 
and  the  right  to  occupy  land  on  the  margin  of  the  streams 
for  banking  logs  or  other  property,  by  paying  or  tendering 
all  damages  caused  thereby ;  also  the  damages  done  to 
any  mill,  dam  or  other  property  along  said  stream  or  its 
tributaries,  by  reason  of  running  logs,  ties,  wood  or  other 
lumber  down  said  streams ;  provided,  that  in  no  case  shall 
the  water  be  raised  in  said  river  or  its  tributaries,  by 
reason  of  dams,  reservoirs  or  locks,  so  as  to  damage  any 
highway,  said  damages  to  be  assessed  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided.

Sec.  3.  Said  corporation's  business  affairs  shall  be

And  in  case  this  corporation  shall  at  any  time  be  unable 
to  agree  with  any  person  or  persons  in  the  settlement  of 
damages,  as  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  then 
either  party  shall  have  the  right  to  call  upon  the  select- 
men of  the  town  where  the  property  is  situated  which  is 
claimed  to  havo  been  damaged,  who  shall  forthwith  give 
reasonable  notice,  in  writing,  tu  all  the  parties  interested, 
of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  them  in  the  premises,  and 
shall  proceed  to  assess  such  damages  ;  provided,  that  if 
either  of  said  selectmen  shall  be  disqualified  by  reason  of 
relationship  or  interest,  then  the  other  two  shall  act  as

place  of  hearing  such  claim  for  damage,  and  shall  proceed 
to  assess  the  same  ;  provided,  that  said  selectmen  shall  be 
disqualified  if  they  are  related  to  either  party,  or  have 
any  interest  in  the  result  of  said  hearing,  and  in  that  case 
the  other  two  shall  act  as  aforesaid  ;  and  provided  also, 
if  two  of  the  said  selectmen  shall  be  disqualified  as  afore- 
said, then  either  party  may  apply  to  any  three  justices  of 
the  peace  in  the  county  of  Orleans,  qualified  by  law  to 
judge  between  the  parties,  and  said  justices  shall  pro- 
ceed as  aforesaid  to  settle  the  damages. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  the  parties  aforesaid  cannot  agree  in 
relation  to  the  amount  of  toll  to  be  paid  by  persons  float- 
ing lumber  in  said  river,  then  either  party  shall  have  the 
right  to  call  upon  any  three  justices  of  the  peace  within 
said  county  of  Orleans,  qualified  by  law  to  judge  between 
the  parties,  who  shall  forthwith  give  reasonable  notice,  in 
writiug,  to  all  parties  interested,  of  the  time  and  place  of 
hearing  them  in  the  premises,  and  shall  proceed  to  assess 
the  same  ;  provided,  that  in  any  case  where  the  damages 
or  toll  awarded  by  the  selectmen  or  justices  of  the  peace 
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as  the  case  may  be,  shall  exceed  the  sura  of  fifty  dollars,

proved by  at  least  two  of  the  trustees  of  the  school,  and 
audited  by  the  auditor  of  accounts,  who  shall  draw  his 
order  for  said  expenses  upon  the  state  treasurer.

No  boy  under  the  age  of  ten  years  shall  be 
sentenced  to  the  Reform  School  for  any  offense  which  by 
the  general  law  is  punishable  by  fine  only ;  provided, 
that  when  any  boy  under  that  age  shall  be  sentenced  by 
any  court  to  pay  a  fine,  or  a  fine  and  costs,  and  shall  be 
committed  for  the  non-payment  thereof,  such  commitment 
shall  be  to  the  Reform  School  instead  of  the  county  jail, 
and  the  mittimus  shall  be  drawn  accordingly. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

No.  5.— AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  THE  JURISDICTION 
AND  AUTHORITY  OF  THE  JUDGES  OP  THE  SU- 
PREME COURT  OVER  BOYS  CONFINED  AT  THE 
VERMONT  REFORM  SCHOOL. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Vermont: 

Sec.  1.  The  kindred  or  friends  of  any  boy  confined  at 
the  Vermont  Reform  School,  or  the  selectmen  or  overseer  of 
the  poor  of  any  town,  or  mayor  or  aldermen  of  any  city, 
from  which  such  boy  is  sent  to  said  school,  may  by  peti- 
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tion  and  summons  annexed,  signed  by  any  judge  of  the 
supreme  court,  cause  such  boy  to  be  brought  before  said 
judge,  who  shall  have  full  jurisdiction  on  all  matters  and 
questions  relating  to  such  boy's  confinement  at  said  school, 
and  may,  upon  such  petition  and  hearing,  discharge  such 
boy  from  said  school,  or  remand  him  back  to  said  school, 
or  make  such  order  or  orders  in  the  case  as  to  said  judge 
shall  seem  just  and  reasonable  ;  and  the  record  upon  such 
petition,  made  and  signed  by  the  judge  hearing  said  case, 
shall  bo  final  and  conclusive  in  such  case.

oners j  and  the  auditor  of  accounts  is  directed  to  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  directors  of  the  State  Prison  for  the 
expenditure  herein  provided,  and  draw  orders  therefor  on 
the  state  treasurer,  who  shall  pay  the  same  as  they  may 
be  presented.
